Meanwhile Eyraud and Gabri- 
elle wandered about together for a time; 
then Eyraud went to America. Gabrielle 
confessed and was imprisoned. For a long 
time Eyraud cluded justice, until he was run 
to earth at Havana, whence he was brought 
to Paris. Eyraud previous to the trial con- 
fessed that he was the murderer of M. Gouffe 
and that all Gabrielle Bompard had said 
was true. When first brought before M. 
Doppfer, the examining magistrate, the 
criminal refused to adinit that he had done 
more than dispose of the body. after the 
Sheriff’s officer had been murdered by an- 
other man. But the very improbable, 
not to say impossible, character of 
his assertions being pointed out to him by M. 
Doppfer, Eyraud at length exclaimed: 
„Well, yes, it was I who killed Gouffe. If I 
commenced by declaring my innocence it was 
to save the honor of my family. I wanted to 
prevent the crime of the husband and father 
sullying the innocence of my wife and daugh- 
ter. I wanted to prevent people pointing at 
my daughter and calling her a murderer’s 
child.“ Eyraud then wept and appeared to be 
overcome. He, however, soon recovered his 
self-possession and, in reply to a question 
from M. Doppfer, he added: I know very 
well it is useless for me to attempt to deceive 
you. Now I am in your hands I prefer to tell 
you the whole truth; but do not ask me to 
speak too much just uw; I am suffering ter- 
ribly. I Will, 1f you like, tell you all about it 
tomorrow or the next day, when I have had a 
‘little rest and feel stronger.“ After a pause, 
during which silence was preserved, Eyraud 
added, ina firm and calm tone: All Ga- 
brielle Bompard has said is true. It was I who 
lured Gouffe to Rue Tronson Ducoudray. It 
was I who killed him, and it was Gabrielle 
who helped me to put his body in the trunk. 
Now do not insist on my giving you at present 
any further particulars; I am really too un- 
well.“ After signing his confession Eyraud 
was led back to his cell whence he emerged 
for his trial. 


ITS CHARTER MAY BE REVOKED. 


The State to Begin Suit Against the Chicago 
Live Stock Exchange. 

Sprinerietp, III., Dec. 20.—[(Special. ]— 
Judge Cicero J. Lindley, State President of 
the F. M. B. A., has been here today on a mis- 
sion that promises to make no end of trouble 
for the Chicago Live Stock Exchange and its 
members. The f ers are complaining en- 
ergetically about the rule recently adopted 
by the Live Stock Exchange prohibiting its 
members from buying cattle from any per- 
sons except members of the exchange. The 


1} enforcemeht of this rule means that those 


ho ship cattle to the stock-yards must pay 
a commission of 50 cents ahead to members 
of the exchange for selling the stock. The 
payment of this commission is objected to 
by the members of the American Live Stock 
company, who have agents of ‘their own 
and can sell their cattle at an expense of 20 
cents a head, as well by individual farmers, 
who object to being compelled to operate 
through particular commission men in order 
to effect sales. 

The farmers are up in arms against the 
operation of the rule in question and in- 
tend to test its legality. Acting for them 
Judge Lindley today submitted the facts in the 
ease to Attorney-General Hunt with a view to 
having the proper steps taken to test the ques- 
tion, and the understanding tonight is that 
proceedings will, soon be commenced in be- 
half of the State either to revoke the charter 
of the Live-Stock Exchange or to enjoin the 
enforcement of the objectionable rule. 


SAFES BLOWN OPEN WITH DYNAMITE. 


at Cincinnati Secure Bonds 
Worth $5,000, 

Crxcrynati, O., Dec. 20.—[ Special. — Per- 
haps the boldest robbery ever committed in 
Cincinnati was that which occurred in the 
Pickering building at Fifth and Main streets 
last night. Two heavy safes were drilled into 
and blown open with dynamite, desks were 
pried open and $5,000 worth of bonds carried 
off. Thirty dollars in cash and a finger ring 
worth $20 were the only other valuables taken. 
The offices entered were those of T. F. Moore, 
agent of P. F. Collier, publisher, and of M. C. 
Buxbaum, manufacturer of ladies’ fine shoes. 
Buxbaum’s office was in a badly wrecked con- 
dition. The knobs of the combination locks 
had been knocked off with a sledge hammer 
and a neat hole, about half an inch in diameter, 
had been drilled just above the socket into 
which the lock fitted. A charge of dynamite 
had then been introduced and the heavy door 
was wrenched off one hinge and the steel cas- 
ings inside were twisted and bent like so 
many tin-plates. The contents of the safe 
were scattered about and four Hamilton 
County bonds were missing. They are Nos. 
62 and 68, Cleves Iron Bridge, and 4176 and 
4177 7-30 Cincinnati Southern Railroad bonds.

INSURANCE COMPANIES IN BAD SHAPE. 


Startling Discoveries Made by the State 
Commissioner of Wisconsin, 

Maprsox, Wis., Dec. 20.— [Special. }—Insur- 
ance Commissioner Cheek and Commissioner- 
elect Root have just completed an hispection 
of the mutual fire insurance companies of the 
State and have made some startling discover- 
ies. They have gleaned figures to show that 
the Millers’ Mutual, the Wisconsin Mutual, 
and the Milwaukee Mutual, all of Milwaukee, 
are in such a financial condition that it is 
claimed they cannot long continué in business 
unless something is done to relieve them. 

This will cause a big sensation in insurance 
circles, as the companies conéerned were sup- 
posed to be among the safest of their kind. 
The Commissioner is consulting with the At- 
torney-General as to the advisability of wind- 
ing up the affairs of some of them, even be- 
fore the close of the present administration. 
Even if the business of any of the companies 
is wound up the policyholderg will lose noth- 
ing, because of the reinsuran@e reserve fund. 

The cause assigned for th® present condi- 
tion of things is the practice of wildcat insur- 
ance in States where they have no license, and 
the nature of the risks that they secure in con- 
sequence. The Department of Insurance has 
revoked the State license of the Minneapolis 
Mutual, which failed the other day, and also 
the license of all its agents in the State. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Dec. 20,—[Special, ]—E. 
W. Arndt, Secretary of the Millers’ Mutual 
Insurance company, said tonight that a recent 
examination of the affairs of the company by 
the State Insurance Commissioner showed the 
company to be in a solvent condifion. The 
company has but one unpaid loss and that a 
small one. Mr. Arndt said while the premium 
notes held by the company aggregate $285,000, 
three-fourths of the company's risks cover 
flourmg mills and elevatorg in Minnesota 
and Wisconsin. 

S. H. Seaman, the Secretary of the Milwau- 
kee Mutual and Wisconsin Mutual companies, | 
is the only officer living in Milwaukee, but he 
was out of the city tonight. The companies 
do a large business in Mitwünkee and else- 
where. Some of the stockholders are leading 
citizens of Milwaukee. Owing to some recent 
heavy losses Mr. Arndt said that he under- 
stood that both these companies had recently 
made an assessment and he did not credit the 
report of their insolvency. 


DOC BRADFORD WRECKS A TRAIN. 


Daring Attempt of a Mississippi Desperado 
to Rob a Pay-Car—He May Be Lynched. 
Mempuis,, Tenn., Dec. 20.—A daring at- 

tempt was made this afternoon at 4:15 o’clock 

to rob the pay-train of the Louisville, New 

Orleans and Texas rajlroad, two mules south 

of Woodville, Miss., on the Bayou Sara 

branch. The train was returning to Bayou Sara 
from Woodville, and as the engine was cross- 
ing a trestle the engineer saw the rail in front 
of him drawn away by a man whom he recog- 
nized as Doc Bradford. It was too late to 
stop the engine, which was derailed, while the 

tender and pay-car were thrown down a 

steep embankment. Bradford, who was in 

hiding, immediately came out and attempted 
to open the safe, which was locked. The train 


crew soon recovered from their surprise. 


Their injuries were slight. Bradford, seeing 
he was about to be overpowered, fled into the 
woods, but was pursued, captured, and lodged 
in the jail at Woodville. Paymaster J. C. 
French, who was aboard, received slight injur- 
ies. Roadmaster Bryan was seriously injured. 
Bradford had drawn the spikes and tied a tel- 
egraph wire to the rail with which he drew it 
from its position and caused the wreck. 
He is a notorious criminal. Some time 
ago he shot and killed a negro at Cen- 
terville, Miss., but was acquitted on the 
ground of insanity.

JUSTIN’S DYNAMITE SHELL A SUCCESS. 


Three Shots Fired from the Big Gun Near 
Syracuse. 

Srnacusn, N. T., Dec. 20.—Dr. Joel P. Jus- 
tin, the Syracuse inventor, who has been 
courting fame through the invention of a shell 
whereby dynamite can be thrown trom an or- 


dinary gun without fear of premature explo- 


sion of the shell, made three successful ‘tests 
at his range in the heart of the big hills of 
Madison County today. The range is just 
below the little ham let of Perryville. About 
seventy-five persons arrived at that place on the 
1:25 o’clock train this afternoon to witness the 
sixth trial of the Justin shell. The weather 
was beautiful, but a cold wind blew over the 
hills, making it very uncomfortable for the 
spectators. The range today was 800 feet, 
while in former experiments the range was a 
quarter of a mile. The crowd went to the 
edge of the rocks overlooking Perryville Falls 
to witness the test. Dr. Justin spent several 
hours previous to the arrival of the spectators 
in thawing out the dynamite on a small stove. 
The cannon is surrounded by another bulwark 
to prevent the pieces from flying should the 
gun burst. | f 

At 1:50 o’clock the first shell was taken 
from the dynamite shanty to the gun ona 
hand-sled. It contained seven and one-half 
pounds of the explosive. The gun was loaded 
with thirty pounds of powder. A slight delay 
was occasioned by the dampness of the fuses, 
they refusing to burn. Finally the gun was 
discharged and the shell struck the target, a 
great wall of rock, exploding with great vio- 
lence. Twomore shells containing a similar 
amount of dynamite each and fired with the 
same amount of powder were thrown with 
equal success. | 

The construction of the shell is the same as 
the one used at the previous experiment, but 
made stronger. The point and the base of the 
outer shell were of caststeel, while the re- 
mainder was made of the finest forged steel. 
It was thirty-eight inches long and nine inches 
in diameter. The inner shell was made of 
brass and was eight inches long and seven and 
The inner shell carried 
a wooden box containing the dynamite.

PUT A BULLET IN HIS WIFE’S HEART. 


A Deputy United States Marshal Commits 
Murder and Attempts Suicide, 

Parts, Tex., Dec. 20.—[Special.]—A ter- 
rible crime is reported from Antlers, a small 
place on the Frisco road in the Choctaw Na- 
tion. William Ladd, a deputy in United 
States Marshal Dickerson’s office, shot his 
wife dead and then shot himself. Ladd and 
his wife left this city last night for Antlers, 
six miles from which Mrs. Ladd’s mother 
lives. Ladd was drinking and was heard 
quarreling with his wife at the station at 
Antlers. They concluded to attend a ball 
given at the hotel at Antlers instead of 
going out to visit Mrs. Ladd’s mother 
as at first contemplated. Mrs. Ladd danced 
one set, but as her husband refused to enter 
the ball. room she left shortly after and joined 
him in his room. Three shots were beard and 
some one rushing up-stairs found the woman 
on the floor de ressed in her ball dress, 
shot through the heart. Ladd was alive, but 
he had shot himself under the chin, the bullet 
lodging near the top of the head. Heis still 
alive and may recover, but his tongue is so 
mangled he cannot speak. He admits the 
killing, however, and the deed was undoubted- 
ly committed in a drunken frenzy. Ladd has 
had a remarkable career, having figured in a 
number of desperate encounters, and having 
killed several men. | 


DEATH OF FATHER ASHFIELD’S SLAYER. 


Al Reeves, the Maniac Murderer, Expires 
in the Poorhouse at Memphis. 
Mempuis, Tenn., Dec. 20.—[Special.]—Al 


Reeves, the slayer of Father Ashfield, is dead. 


He died a maniac in the county poorhouse of 
this county. His demise recalls one of the 
foulest and most sensational crimes ever com- 
mitted in this city. Ina fit of insanity the 
maniac went to the rectory of St. Peter’s 
armed with a deadly knife.

GOLD IS DISAPPEARING. 


THE AMOUNT IN SIGHT $50,000,000 
LESS THAN ON JUNE 1, 1888, 


It Hasn’t Been Exported, and Consequently 
Is Supposed to Have Been Hoarded by 
Those Who Expect the Yellow Metal 
Will Be at a Premium Some Day—Every- 
thing in Wall Street at a Standstill, 
Traders Waiting for New Developments 
—Yesterday’s Failures. 

New York, Dec. 20.—[Special.]—Since the 
agitation of the silver question began there 
has been a careful study of the financial out- 
look by bankers and others interested in 
monetary matters, and the question consid- 
ered first and last is. Where will it lead?“ 
The agitation has increased with the introduc- 
tion of the bill agreed to atthe Republican 
caucus providing for the purchase of $12,000,- 
000 of silver, which is supposed to represent 
the surplus stock in the hands of producers 
and dealers, and making provision for increas- 
ing the purchases under other contingencies. 

. V. White was averse to talking about the 
effect of the bill. He had no doubt of its 
passage. He believed that sowe gold had been 
locked up, but only in small amounts, and 
when the holders found their expectations not 
realized they would release it and invest it in 
stocks. ! 

Ex-Secretary of the Treasury Fairchild 
said: As long as the Government will receive 
whatever is offered, and pay out whatever is 
asked for, there will be no trouble. But if the 
time should come when the Treasury Depart- 
ment would be compelled to refuse a choice 
between gold and silver to any one drawing 
upon it, and insist on paying out silver, then 
would come the test, andthe two metals would 
part company.“ 

In reply to further questions Mr. Fairchild 
said that the conditions had changed radically 
since he was at the head of the Treasury De- 
partment. Then the Government had in its 
vaults $95,000,000 in, silver in excess of out- 
standing certificates. This was the result of 
silver not being in favor, and it was paid in 
for imports faster than it was paid out, and so 
the large amount was accumulated by the 
Government. With the increased trade of the 
country and a demand for small bills, all this 
accumulation was released and is now in cir- 
culation. If there should be a return flow and 
more silver paid in than paid out, then there 
would be some danger. At present 85 per 
cent of the imports are paid in gold. 

The Treasury statement shows that gold has 
been accumulated steadily since June 1, 1888, 
when the Treasury held $195,000,000 until July 
1, when the gold in the Treasury had reached 
$255,500,000. The action of the Secretary in 
buying bonds and prepaying interest since 
then, in addition toother payments, has caused 
the Treasury’s holdings of gold to decrease to 
$230,125,000. The circulation during the year 
has increased over $90,000,000, of which $21,- 
750,000 is contributed by the new siiver Treas- 
ury notes and $31,750,000 by silver certificates. 

With all this increased circulation 1t would 
be expected that the banks would increase 
their holdings of cash. But in addition to the 
decrease of $37,000,000 in the Treasury hold- 
ings of gold the banks have also paid out gold 
to the amount of over $20,000,000 more than 
has been returned, Part of this has gone to 
the West and South, but it is not believed that 
more than $10,000,000 in coin has been shipped 
out of the city, the greater portion by far of 
the shipment being in currency. This leaves 
fully 350.000, 000 unaccounted for, and it is 
this that it is asserted is being hoarded in an- 
ticipation of gold and silver parting company. 
In fact, two interests alone are said to have 
locked up $20,000,000, and the balance is said 
to have gone into the boxes of the trust com- 
panies and capitalists. 


WALL STREET AT A STANDSTILL 


The Inactivity of the Week Regarded as a 
Favorable Feature. 

New Yorr, Dec. 20.—([Special.|—During 
the week the market has been discouragingly 
dull and lifeless. The consummation of the 
President’s agreement had practicaily no ef- 
fect in stimulating the movement in stocks, 
nor did the arrival of gold from London. 
Outside of these points there has. been prac- 
tically no news during the week. London 
has sold stocks to some extent and the 
granger railroad statements which have ap- 
peared have been unfavorable. The coal 
stocks have shown a little strength and there 
has been better buying in the Northern Pa- 
cific. Outside of these the tendency of the 
market has been downward. , 

The money market has been fairly regular, 
averaging about 6 per cent, but with money 
still somewhat scarce. The demand for clear- 
ing-house certificates has fallen off and a 
large amount has been retired. Sterling ex- 
change has advanced about one cent in the 

und. The Bank of England aid not reduce 
its discount rate. The Bank of England re- 
ported on Thursday a decrease in bullion for 
the week of £454,000, made up, according to 
the Chronicle, of £1,034,000 exported and £14, 
( sent to the interior, against 
£594,000 imported, ¢hiefly from Bra- 
zil. The Bank of France reported a gain 
of 2,550,000 francs gold and 2,075, 000 
francs silver. The United States Treasury at 
the time of its regular daily report yesterday 
showed decrease for the week in net available 
balances of $12,022,099; made up of $10,652,585 
decrease in gold, $676,639 in silver and $672,975 
in currency. Government deposits with Na- 
tional banks increased $81,215, Silver bullion 
advanced 5 cents per ounce, and then fell off 
4 cents up to Friday’s closing. The Govern- 
ment has bought during the week 1,118,000 
ounces at 81. 05% 1.09 per ounce. The exports 
of specie from the portof New York last week 
amounted to $141,443, of which $23,489-was in 

old and $117,954 silver. Of the total exports 

,000 in silver was shipped to Europe and all 
the gold; $114,954 silver went to South Amer 
ica, The imports of specie during the week 
amounted to $2,212,571, of which $2,163,912 
was in gold and $38,659 silver. The gold on 
the Lahn is not included in this week's state- 
ment. 

The inactivity in the market during the 
present week is in,point of fact a favorable 
feature. There was little on which it should 
advance, and an active movement would have 
been more likely to bring about declines than 
advances. If the market can holdits own 
reasonably well until next month there will be 
soine reason to hope for a favorable reaction. 

Today was the dullest half holiday since last 
August. Professional scalpers tossed a few 
thousand shares to and fro, and that’s all 
there was of it. London did nothing and the 
sterling exchange market, as usual on Satur- 
days, was a blank. There was no demand for 
money and so the rate of interest was nota 
factor. 

In short, so far as transactions are con-

West Superior, Wis., Dec. 20.—[Special.]— 
W. H. Slack, as receiver of the defunct Bank 
of Commerce, today filed with the clerk of the 
Circuit Court a statement showing the condi- 
tion of the affairs of the bank. The schedule 
of assets shows a total of $665,516.50, against 
$546,339.08 of liabilities, an excess of assets 
over liabilities of $119,177.47. It is expected 
that the banking company will reorganize 
Monday with a capital of $200,000.

Sensational Charges Against the Detroit 
House of the Good Shepherd. 

Detroit, Mich., Dec. 20.—One of the in- 
mates of the House of the Good Shepherd 
here left the institution surreptitiously some 
time ago, owing to a misunderstanding with 
the Mother Superior. The matter came 
to light today when the truant nun 
‘was found at the residence of 
friends in this city. She said upon being 
questioned that the reason sheleft was that the 
institution was not run properly. The tasks 
set the sisters were too ‘onerous 
and in many instances impogsi- 
ble to perform in the allotted 
time, under which circumstances the delin- 
quent was whipped by a machine strap. In 
addition to this the food was extremely poor, 
everything they ate being begged. One sister 
died from the effects of something’ she ate at 
the home some time ago. One girl died while 
she was being whipped. The Mother Superior 
of the institution denies the charges of the 
truant nun, and Bishop Foley says he does 
not place any reliance in the story.

ANNUAL DINNER: OF THE NEW EN- 
GLAND SOCIETY OF BRUOKLYN, 


The Yankees Hold a Lively and Enjoyable 
Banquet at Which Patriotic Sentiment 
Runs High—Gen, Sherman Discourses 
on the Red Man and Says He Must 
Work or Disappear—George William 
Curtis Sends a Letter—Congressman 
Breckinridge Talks. 


New York, Dec. 20.—[Special.]—The New 
England Society in Brooklyn honored the glori- 
ous memory of the pilgrim fathers by speech 
andsong and poetry this evening. The eleventh 
annual dinner of the society was held in 
the great hall of the Art and Assembly 
Rooms, at No, 174 Montague street. The at- 
tendance was large, the enthusiasm un- 
bounded, the bill of fare was excellent, the 
subjects of the sentiments were fertile in 
suggestion, and were responded to in speeches 
that were eloquent, impressive, thoughtful, 
and witty as well. : 

The program arranged was carried out with- 
out a hitch to mar the success, and there was 
no cause for regret except the unavoidable 
absence of George William Curtis, who was ex- 
pected to speak about The Puritan of the 
Old Time and of The New.“ Mr. Curtis, 
however, sent a letter in which he wrote much 
of what he might have spoken, and this 
lightened the disappointment. 

Willard Bartlett, President of the society, 
presided. At his right were Gen. W. T. Sher- 
man, Gen. H. W. Slocum, and Gen, O. O. 
Howard, the heroes of the march to the se 
whose attendance together was one of 
the remarkable features of the occasion. 
At his left sat Benjamin D. Silliman, the Rev. 
H. Price Collier, John Winslow, and Mayor 
Chapin. 

At the President’s table there were also 
Elihu Root, representing the New England 
Society of the City of New York; Rear-Ad- 
miral Braine, ex-Congressman John S. Wise 
of Virginia, Calvin E. Pratt, Congressman 
William C. P. Breckinrid of Kentucky, 
William T. Davis, George 5. Brower, repre- 
senting the St. Nicholas Society, and John G. 
Maguire of the St. Patrick's Society. 

The hall was beautifully decorated by Na- 
tional flags draped about the coats-of- arms of 
the States. The banner of the society hun 
on the wall behind the President's chair, an 
on the table before him was a little fragment 
of Plymouth Rock on a pedestal inscribed: 

A rock in the wilderness welcomed our sires 

From 8 far over the dark rolling sea; 

On that holy altar they kindled the fires, 

Jehovah, which glow in our bosoms for thee, 
Cordial Greeting to Gen. Sherman. 

After dinner the President briefly welcomed 
the guests and members of the society, and 
called on them to drink to the toast of The 
President of the United States, which 
they did right loyally. Then he evoked a 
storm of applause by proposing “A cordial 
greeting to Gen. Sherman.“ The whole com- 
pany stood up and shouted for Tecumseh,“ 
and waved handkerchiefs, and hurrahed till 
the old warrior had to hold up his hand for 
silence that he might address them. He con- 
gratulated himself on the liberty which he en- 
joyed in not being bound down to any sub- 
ject. Then he announced that he would telk 
on the Indian question, and said in part: 

I received today from my friend, Gen. 
John W. Noble, Secretd@ry of the Interior, his 
annual report, and I read the newpapers a 
good deal nowadays, having plenty of time, 
and I am sometimes astonished at the cru- 
elty of you gentlemen toward our poor In- 
dians. Now, Gen. Noble proves that at this 
very instant of time there are only 250,000 In- 
dians left within the boarders of America, ex- 
cluding Alaska always, and that for them the 
Government has set apart and protects them 
in the enjoyment of more than a section 
for every mau, woman, and child. There are 
no richer people on the face of the globe than 
the Indians in land. But they don’t seem to 
learn, or to be disposed to learn how to use 
that land. But I insist that the Government 
of the United States has from the beginning 
been generous and forbearmg to these 
people. [Cheers. ] 

Referring to the Indian Commission of 
seven, of whom he was one, appointed by act 
of Congress in 1867, Gen. Sherman said that 
the negotiations made by them with the dif- 
ferent branches of the Sioux and other In- 
dians were just, andequitable, and generous. 
He continued : 7 

J was down at Fort Sill four or five years 
ago, and the officers were 1 me the 
Indians working in their cornfiel Every 
Indian was stripped, save for a breechclout, 
but held an umbrella over his head to save 
his complexion. [Gaughter.] They hoed corn 
with one hand. Of course, there was not much 
of a crop in the fall. 


Indians Must Work or Starve. 

„The Indians must work or they must disap- 
pear. [Cheers.] Now, I believe Gen. Miles 
will attend to all this business. [Cheers,] 
You need not be afraid for your scalps here. 
Sag egg I don’t want anything todo 
with the Indian question, nor does the 
army. It did not in my time. But we dw 
complain when trouble is imminent and can- 
not be avoided, and then soldiers are called 


for, some of whom have to come 2,000 miles. 


That is not the way an intelligent Government 
should do. They oughtto give the Indians 
into the control of the army, or the — 
ought not to be called upon at 
[Cheers.] If the army had control there 
would be no more Indian wars or scares.” 
[ Cheers. |

Washington Medical Authorities Believe 
His Mind Is Unbalanced. 

Wasuinetoy, D. C., Dec. 20,—[Special.]— 
An impression prevails among the medical 
fraternity in the army and navy and National 
health boards that Parnell has inherited in- 
sanity and is losing his mental balance. 
Surgeon-General Hamilton of the Marine 
Hospital service recalls numerous Cages in 
which emotion or excitement in politics or 
other causes have developed latent hereditary 
tendencies toward a disturbed mental condi- 
tion. Dr. Van Reypen, First Assistant Sur- 


geon-General of the Navy, says: 
„ Parnell’s actions are most remarkable for 


a sane man. They indicate either an un- 


bounded egotism or an unbalanced mind.“ 


Dr. W. R. Hammond, the celebrated alienist 
and author, says: Genius is closely allied 
with insanity. Any marked trait of genius in 
politics, literature, or art indicates mono- 
mania to a certain extent. The line between 
genius and insanity is very indistinct.” 

He has watched Parnell’s course of late and 
regards it as peculiar for a sane man, to say 
the least. If there were hereditary traits of 
insanity in the family political and social dis- 
turbances such as Parnell has recently been 
through would be calculated to unbalance 
his mind. The belief in England that Par- 
nell is insane attracts wide attention here not 
only in medical but political circles.

‘RUSSIA AND HER NIHILISTS. 


An Incident in the Career of the Leader 
Mendelssohn. b 

The first man to whom the Paris police 
turned in their search for the murderer of the 
Russian Gen. Selivestroff was Stanislaus 
Mendelssohn, the acknowledged head of the 
Polish revolutionary party in France. He is 
a cousin of the composer Mendelssohn-Bar- 
tholdy and a grand-nephew of the Berlin 

hilosopher, Moses Mendelssohn, says the 

‘ew York Sun. Although not known in 
France as the leader of the Paris Nihilists, for 
that personagé has kept his identity secret 
from all without the movement, his control of 
the Polish revolutionists has long indicated 
that if not himself commander-in-chief he 
was very near to him. Mendelssohn is 33 years 
old. He studied medicine in Warsaw, his 
birthplace, but was driven from home before 
finishing his course for complicity in socialist- 
ic and democratic ‘intrigues against Govern- 
ment ofticers. He lived a few years in Austria 
and Germany, suffering fines and imprison- 
ment for the persistent and open confession of 
his radical views, and returned for a short time 
to Russia, where he paid similar penalties for 
similar offenses. He brought up eventually in 
Paris several years ago witha comfortable 
little fortune received from his family and the 
determination to agitate in a foreign land for 
revolution at home. 

His property, generosity, and life of advent- 
ure at Once gave him prestige among his fel- 
low-countrymen, and he increased his popu- 
larity by entertaining at his table in his villa 
in the Fonteney-aux-Roses the most unfortu- 
nate and helpless of his political comrades. 
He thus grew naturally and unopposed into a 
position of leadership of one of the many 
groups into which the Nihilists of Paris are 
carefully organized according to birthplace, 
degree of radicalism, or social tendency. The 
moment the murder of Selivestroff became 
known to the Paris police men were dis- 
patched to Mendelssohn’s villa to place him 
under arrest. The result, however, w 
rather farcical. Mendelssohn acknowledg 
laughingly that he knew Padievski, who was 
suspected of the murder, had often helped 
him financially, and had sheltered him. Re- 
cently. however, Mendelssohn said, he had 
lost sight of Padlevski and knew nothing of 
the motive or plan of the murder, It was cer- 
tain beyond all doubt that Mendelssohn was 
lying when he said he knew nothing of the 
planning of the murder. If he himself did 
not plan it, it is generally believed he encour- 
aged the planning of it and urged that it be 
executed, as it was executed shortly after the 
announcement in Paris of the sentencing to 
death of Sophie Guenzburg. Mendelssohn's 
complicity could not be proved or even legally 
presumed, so he was released to continue his 
work of propagating with word and purse the. 
doctrines of violent emancipation in Russia. 


Doctors and Advertising. 

Bitter complaint is heard from the medical pro- 
fession regarding the severity of the unwritten 
law of professional etiquette. It is not that med- 
ical men are forbidden to advertise themselves; it 
is that they are constantly under suspicion of ad- 
vertising themselves when they are really doing 
nothing of the sort. Lecturing is just now the 
bone of contention. If a medical man has the 
gift of public speaking on every conceivable 
topic,“ as somebody has sneeringly put it, why 
cannot he be allowed to instruct and entertain 
his fellow-creatures from a public platform? 
And if the committee of the local lit- 
erary and scientific institute will i 
the name of “Dr. Abernethy Astley 
Cooper Jones” in big type, with a whole row of 
initials after it, is it fair to make him responsible 
for that? A medical correspondent of the Lancet, 
who from obvious motives suppresses his name, 
confesses to finding“ intense pleasure and relaxa- 
tion in addressing an intelligent audience,“ but 
he had to endure the darts of slander.”’ A friend 
of his, a medical man of similar ability and most 
excellent literary attainments, loved and re- 
mpecred by all who come in contact with him, has 
the fortune or misfortune to be one of our best 
public speakers. He can make 10 guineas by one 
evening address and earn as much in an hour and 
a half as his detractors can do in a week, but.

The Pope aud the French Republic. 


The question in France of the suppression 
of Cardinal Lavigerie’s salary on the ground 
that he had occupied himself with politics was 
discussed today in the French Senate. The 
debate elicited the declaration from M. 
Fallieres, Minister of Justice, that the Gov- 
ernment approved the Cardinal’s defense of 
the Republic, considered him 
a g citizen. Moreover, add- 
ed M. Fallieres, the Cardinal had 
not been blamed by the Pope for his state- 
ments. The tenor ofthe Minister’s remarks 
showed a strong desire for the establishment 
of an entente with the Vatican. The debate 
was purposely raised to ascertain the strength 
of the ergs of rapproachement, The Papal 
Nuncio at Vienna has written to Cardinal 
Rampolla thatthe Austrian Court and Gov- 
ernment regard with painful apprehension 
any Papal declarations in favor of the French 
Republic or a vepublican form of 
government in general. The next election of 
a Pope is now an early probability. The 
whole influence of France will be directed to 
the selection of a Cardinal favorable to the 
Republic. The candidates for the Papacy who 
would be satisfactory to France are Cardinals 
Lavigerie, Zigliara, Raffaele. Monaco, La Val- 
letta, and Gibbons. The last-named Cardi- 
nal’s impartial treatment of republican coun- 
tries makes him a favorite candidate after 
Cardinal Lavigerie.

TERRIBLE HUMAN CARN AGE. 


A Slaughter of 2,500,000 Lives in Wars of 
the Last Thirty Years. | 


San Francisco Chronicle: According to the } 


estimates of French and German statisticians 
there have perished in the wars of the last 
thirty years 2,500,000 men, while there has 
been expended to carry them on no less than 
the inconceivable sum of $13,000,000,000, 
Of this amount France has paid near- 
ly 33, 500,000, 000 as the cost of the war 
with Prussia, while her loss in men 
is placed at 155,000. Of these 80,000 were 
killed on the field of battle, 36,000 died of sick- 
ness, accidents, or suicide, and 20,000 in Ger- 
man prisons, while there died from other 
causes enough to bring the number up to the 
given aggregate, e sick and wounded 


‘amounted to 477,421, the lives of many thou- 


sands of whom were doubtless shortened by 
their illness or injuries. 

According to Dr. Roth, a German author- 
ity, the Germans lost during the war 60,000 
men killed or rendered invalid, and $600,000,- 
000 in money, this being the excess of expen- 
diture or of material losses over the 51.250, 
000,000 paid by France by way of indemnity. 
Dr. Engel, another German statistician, 
gives the 1 as the neg teeny 0 
cost of the principal wars of the t thirty 
years: Crimean war, $2,000,000,000; Italian, 
war of 1859, $300,000,000; Prusso-Dauish war

russo-Austrian war of 1866, $330,000,000;

All these wars were murderous in the ex- 
treme. The Crimean war, in which few bat- 
tles were fought, cost 750,000 lives, only 50,000

North and South during the War of the Rebel- 
lion. These figures, it must be remembered, 
are German, and might not agree precisel 
with American estimates. The Mexican an 
Chinese expeditions cost $200,000,000 and 
65,000 lives. There were 250,000 killed and 
mortally wounded during the Russia-Turkish 
war, and 45,000 each in the Italian war of 


1859 andthe war between Prussia and Austria. 


In the other wars the loss of life was relatively 
less, which did not make either the men or 
money easier to part with in the more limited 
areas where they occu 

All this is but a part of the accounting, since 
it does not include the millions expended dur- 
ing the last 2 years in maintaining the 
vast armaments of the European Powers, the 
losses caused by the stoppage of commerce 
and manufactures, and the continual derange- 
ment of industries by the abstraction from 
useful yy of 80 — millions of 
persons held for a period of military service 
extending from three to five years,

IT WILL NOT ABANDON CANADA. ! 


Officials of the Northwestern Masonic Aid 
Association Seem to Disagree.

I will say, there has been no thought of with- 
drawing from the Canadian field, and 
I would be much surprised if that were 
done, Our business in Canada has been prof- 
itable. There has been no attempt on the 
part of the people of Canada to swindle the 
company.

The customer is 
told first to wash her hair and come with it 
well dried. She does so, and then the opera- 
tion begins. A preparation that is amber-col- 
ored and of the consistency of cream is taken 
from a large jar and rubbed thoroughly into 
the hair. and where it was entirely lusterless 
before it begins to assume a gloss.

John Swinton in the New York Sun: I am 
pleased to know that Gen. Ben Butler has 
completed the mannscript of his autobiography 
and that it will now be put in type for readers. It 
is proper and desirable that aman of mark like 
Butler should write his life himself, giving his 
own account of the features and events of his 
career, reveal the purpose and objects of the 
course he took at times, and give us a view of the 
operations of his brain on various occasions, as a 
command in a battlefield, or a leader in the polit- 
ical arena, or an administrative functionary of 
the Government.

He was a bad boy. All boys are bad boys 
for that matter or else they are only imitation 
boys.

Pettigrew and the Buffalo. | 
Senator Pettigrew is the owner of one of four 
or five herds of buffalo still left in this country. 
There are none running wild, w far as known, 
although a couple of years ago a herd of a hun- 
dred or more weré alive in the Panhandle of 
Texas. His herd pastured on a large 
land near Sioux Falls, and consists of twenty 
bulls, cows, and calves. Another herd is owned 
by Austin Corbin in New Hampshire, and num- 
bers eight or ten. Mr. Corbin originally pur- 
chased twelve buffalo from a man named Jones 
living in Kansas for $6,000, but some of the ani- 
mals have died, owing to the rigors of the New 
Hampshire climate. The Arkansas man from whom 
Mr. Corbin bought his herd has about seventy-five 
head of buffalo, the largest herd in the United 
States. He was in Washington last winter 
urging Congress to pass an appropriatiqn to en- 
courage the propagation of the bison species. His 
suggestion was opposed by Senator Pettigrew on 
the ground that there was no difficulty in breed- 
i uffalo, if any one cared to undertake it. 
W — Pettigrew’s pasture, where he herds his 
buffalo, is becoming quite a naturai-history mu- 
seum owing to the contributions of variqus kinds 
that have been made to it. He has a black-tailed 
deer and a white-tailed deer, a number of red 
deer, numerous prairie dogs, and three moose 
caives sent him about a year ago from Lake of 
the Woods by a noted Northwest character named 
Jud La Moore.

Why It Is That 80 Many of This Fall’s 
Chestnuts Have Inhabitants. 

How does the worm get into the chestnut?” 
Entomologist Howard of the Department 
of Agriculture was asked the question by a 
Washington Star reporter, anc he replied: 

It is put into the chestnut by a kind of a 
long-snouted beetle. This insect has a pro- 
boscis of most extraordinary proportions, as 
much as twice the length of its body. In the 
oe it r er such an  excep- 

on nose abrolutel necessary. 
Inasmuch as when the — dosires 
to lay her eggs she crawls over the chestnut: 
burr as it hangs on the tree not yet ripe and 
seeks the little opening at the top, through, 


which she inserts her snout. The snout thus’ 


introduced is projected down through the 
thick prickly husk to the chestnut inside. it 
may be that the beetle thrusts her proboscis 
actually through the shell of the nuts them- 
selves, but my impression is that she simply 
lays ber eggs and pushes them with her snout; 
in among the nuts, leaving them there to be 
hatched, after which the little worms bore 
their way in search of food into the kernels 
through holes so small as to be imperceptible. 
At ali events they are quickly closed up with 
the gues of the nuts. 

Lou never find worms in chestnuts you ob- 
tain by smashing the green burns open. It is 
only the nuts that are found upon the ground

At all events, you never find a 
worm in a chestnut that has a hole in it, but 
only the destroyed meat that it has eaten and 
discarded. When the creature has finished de- 
vouring the kernel it bores its way out through 
the shell and leaves the hole behind it. 

By the time the worm has consumed its 
chestnut and crawled out to look upon the 
world the weather has begun to be pretty 
cold, and it seeks shelter by burrowimg into 
the ground, where it lies in a torpid condi- 


tion for many months. Eventually from the. 


earth it emerges, though not in the shape of 
& worm, but as a beetle with a long snout, 
When autumn comes it waits upon the 
chestnut tree or in its neighborhood, if it is 
a fem and chooses the proper time for 
shoving its eggs into the burrs when they 
are ripening. These worms are new 
crop, ready to begin anew their destroying 
work, and so the thing goes on from 
year to year. In some seasons the 
beetles are comparatively scarce, and chestnut 
worms proportionately, Shippers of chestnuts. 
avoid sending their product for long dis- 
tances so far as is possible, because the con- 
tents of the barrels became ‘heated,’ as the 

call it, and the worms are rapidly Ae 


s0 that a consignment may reach the market 


altogether unfit for use. e best way to pre- 
pare chestnuts for shipment is to immerse 
them in boiling water for about ten, minutes 
as soon as gathered. Wormy nuts will float on 
the surface and may be removed. All eggs will 
be destroyed and the condition of the meat of 
the nut will be so changed that it will 
not become flinty by further euring for win- 
ter use. At the same time it will be in no- 
wise a boiled chestnut. The nuts may be 
dried in the sun or in dry-houses after being 
placed in sacks in such quantities as to admit 
of their being spread to the thickness of about 
two inches, the sack being frequently turned 
and shaken, Dried by this method they re- 
main guite tender and retain for a long time 
their delicious freshness and flavor. 

The worm I have spoken of is not the only 
one that attacks the chestnut. There is a 
species of moth that lays its eggs upon the 
nuts as they lie upon the ground, and the lit- 
tle caterpillars hatched from the eggs attack 
the fruit. The chestnut worm also devours the 
hickory nut, the chinquapin, and thie acorn.“ 


GROWTH OF DEMOCRACY IN LONDON. 


Prevalence of Clubs and Popularity of Club 


Life—The Salvation Army. 

London Letter in the Philadelphia Times: 
To an American the most astonishing feat- 
ure of London life is the immense amount of 
practical democracy displayed in every direc- 
tion. In the great clubs, the poor member 
who makes a meal of a chop and a mug of 
ale sits vis-à-vis to a millionaire, whose sump- 
tuous dinner may cost $50, and is as popular 
as the latter with both their fellow-members 
and the employés.of the institution. At the 
Army and Navy, the Carlton, the Constitu- 
tional, and other wealthy clubs, a large mmor- 
ity of the members are men whose income is 
hardly more than enough to pay their due 
and allow them to live in decent lodgings out- 
side. In these organizations the most insig- 
nificant soilder, Government clerk, or mer- 
chant, who is once elected is on a par with 


the Premier or a noble of a dozen quarterings. 


This probably is a reason why clubs are 80 
popular in London. To this popularity there 
is no parallel in the great cities of the New 
World. Here the list of men applying for the 
first vacant membership is as long as to re- 
uire twenty years before their turn comes 
or election. As a consequence members pro- 
ood, and on several 
occasions it is said that they have pro 
unborn scions even before contemplating 
marriage. No other great city applies the prin- 
ciples of a futurity race to its social institu- 
tions. 

Democratic outgrowth of the aristocratic 
clubs so-called is the foundation of working- 
men’s clubs. Of these there is noend, They 
are usually started by philanthropic noble- 
men and merchant princes who work hand 
in glove with laboring men until their organ- 
izations are a success sociallyand pecuniarily. 
These societies take all forms, social, po- 
litical, abstinent, literary, educational, and 
charitable. Sir Wilfred Lawson has founded 
a number which are T. A. B. enough for Neal 
Dow and his coadjutors. The Hon. George Ja- 
cob Holyoake has fathered a large number de- 
voted to the propagation and practice of co- 
operative ideas; the Hon. Charles Bradlaugh 
deserves mention for having sta some 
along socialisti¢, if not anarchistic, and others 
along agnostic lines. 

2 curious phase of the Democratic 
impulse is found in the growth and power of 
the Salvation Army. In America it is a prom- 
inent fact, but in ‘Great Britain it is some- 
thing gigantic. The Church of England sympa- 
thizes with it 40 such an extent that the clergy, 
from curate to Archbishop, urge its cause 
from pulpit and platform. Only a few days

MISTRESS BURR’S ACCOUNT-BOOK. 


A Curious Old Volume Found Which Be- 
longed to Aaron Burr's Sister. 

New York Tribune? A curious old book, 
throwing an interesting light on the early his- 
tory of Princeton, recently came into the pos- 
session of the college authorities through the 
kindness of Dr. Pepper, Provost of the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania. Dr. Pepper was in 
Princeton a few weeks ago attending a meet- 
ing of the Middle States College Association, 
and at that time handed over the vol- 
ume to one of the Princeton pro- 
fessors. Dr. Pepper came across the 
book in a queer way, having found it among 
the effects of a member of his family, who a 
century ago was an official of Princeton Col- 
lege. The book belonged at one time to Mis 
tress Esther Burr, whose father, Aaron Burr, 
was then President of Princeton, and whose 
brother was the famous Aaron Burr. Mistress 
Burr’s mother was a daughter of the eminent 
theologian Jonathan Edwards, who succeeded 
his son-in-law in the Presidency of Princeton. 
The book which Dr. Pepper discovered is an 
old tuition book, and contains interesting en- 
tries of students’ accounts and of text books 
sold from 1758 to 1758. 

The most curious feature of this quaint book 
is its double character. Having apparently 
outlived its usefulness as a tuition acevunt- 
book for students Mistress Esther Burr, with 
a thriftiness indicative of her New England 
origin, used it as a private account-book, 
wherein she kept score with President Burr of 
her allowance and the household supplies— 
butter, eggs, corn, ete.—which she fur- 
nished to the college family. When 
her mother died an inventory of ber 
personal efiects and an account of the 
disposal of them were entered in the volume. 
This part of the book shows that the wife of 
the Presbyterian theologian and college Presi- 
dent had a trained eye for the beauty of per- 
sonal adornment, and pages of the record are 
filled with a list of rich and variegated but 
now unheard-of articles of wearing apparel. 
One item ot the bequest tells of the mother’s 
bequest to her son Aaron, to whom she be- 
queathed * one silver watch, one pair of sil- 
ver shoe-buckles, one pin, one knee-buckle, 
one stock-buckle, and Mr. and Mrs. Burr’s 
pictures.”’ |

**Shakspeare’s house,” where he was born, 
is a rather respectable looking dwelling on 
the outside. It is in that style of architecture 
which is known as ** post-and-pave,”’ that is, it 
is built of great timbers, with wide spaces be- 
tween, which are filled with lath and plaster. 
But the house within is uncomfortable and 
cheerless enough to satisfy even the most 
ardent admirer of the good old times.“ 
The first room into which the street door 
opens is that upon whose dingy and con- 
tracted walls Jolin Shakspeare’s baby 
opened its observant eyes. They knew none 
of our modern distinctions between a parlor 
and a bed-room in Shakspeare’s day. The only 
evidence of the well-to-do condition of the 
family isin the presence of a chimney. A 
chimney was a luxury. Common people built 
their fires informally upon the floor, and al- 
lowed the smoke to make its graveful exit 
through a hole in the ceiling. ButJohn Shak- 
speare had a chimney. Indeed, during a sea- 
son Of brief prosperity he was an important 
man in Stratford, holding the two significantly 
related positions of ale-taster and Alderman. 
The splendors of the house begin and end with 
that plain brick chimney. The rooms are low 
cheerless, confortiess, dark, like the rooms of 
a low-class tenement. Upstairs you strike

SOMETHING ABOUT WINTER RACING. 


It Is Declared That the “Better Classes” 
No Longer Oppose It. 

Samuel Whitehead in New York Journal? 
The gigantic strides that winter racing has 
made in five years, and its popularity and im- 
mense importance to the turf in its present 
proportions, are doubtless due primarily more 
to the general growth of racing as a sport in 
that time ‘than to any other cause. But that 
of itself could not have brought it where it is 
now had there not been an almost complete 
reversal of public sentiment. regarding it 
which other causes led to. 


When the feature of racing all through the 


cold weather was introduced on half-mile 
tracks it met with nearly universal condem- 
nation among the better class, as it is termed, 
of turfmen and turf patrons. It was de- 
nounced as cruel to the horses, to start with, 
and those who ran their thoroughbreds were 
looked upon as beyond the pale of the turf— 
in fact, were technically placed so at the time 
by the big jockey elubs. ö 5 

The few patrons winter raging had at that 
tine were subjected to criticiam, and the clubs 
themselves were attacked in out of print 
as catering to a decidedly undesirable class. 

Now all is different. Year by year the bar- 
riers have been weakening and breaking; one 
by one the better element has fallen into 
line until the class of turfmen, the quality of 
the contending horses, and the money offered 
make the sport, barring the classic events— 
stake races—nearly up to that witnessed in 
summer. 

It must be so when it attracts from 5,000 to 
8,000 people daily, an attendance that on or- 
dinary ys anyclubin thecountry would 
feel satisfied with in the hitherto considered 
nent racing season. 

s [said at the outset, the great and rapid 


| growth of racing has much to do with this 


state of affairs. But there are other potent 
reasons. One is that with the increase in rac- 
ing has come & corresponding increase in the 
number of high-class horses, and those that 
find it difficult to win in the summer season 
flock to the winter race track. Another rea- 
son,and I can say it without fearing the 
charge of using an argument in self-interest, 
is that the clubs that control the winter races 
have jealously guarded the welfare of their 

atrons by a keen watchfulness over the do- 
ings on their tracks; have insisted upon fair 
dealing on the part of horsemen and jockeys, 
and have been prompt to punish wrongdoing 
when it could be proved, no matter who 
suffered.

Secretary Rusk Thinks the Farmers Were 
Disappointed in the McKinley Bin 
Re tive Hatch of Missouri De- 
Clares That the Agriculturists’ Demands 
Are Just and Should Be Complied With 


President White of Cornell Thinks a 


New System of Taxation Is Needed. 


Ina 2 of views of the farmers’ 
movement in politics, to appear in the Agri- 
culturist for January, J. M. Rusk, Secretary 
of Agriculture, makes the following declara- 
tion concerning the tariff: I believe that the 


general expectation and desire of the farmers 


of this country was for a revision and modifi- 
cation of the tariff on thé line, however, of the 
principles of protection. They felt that in 
many respects the McKinley bill, while afford- 
ing no agricultural products more recognition 
than had ever been accorded to them before, 
was a revision not in the sense of modification, 
but of an increase of protection.“ 

Secretary Rusk says he believes that the 
most profitable markets for America’s agri- 
cultural products will be found for many years 
to come in European countries, remarking in- 
cidentally:. In some of the South American 
countries the probability is that the principle 
of reciprocity, owing to the cnaracter of their 
own agricultural products, would be most 
likely to favor our manufacturing rather than 
our agricultural interests.“ : 

Representative Hatch of Missouri, ex-Chair- 
man of the House Committee on Agriculture, 
pitches into the system of National legisla- 
tion so inimical and detrimental to the 2 
ers and their interests, which they have töler- 
ated and even a ge for twenty-five 
years.“ He regards the farmers’ demands as 
so patriotic in principle, so closely allied to 
the broad fun ental principles of the 
founders of our Government that the wonder 
is that they are not universally accepted and 
complied with. 

President Andrew White of Cornell Uni- 
versity sees in the movement something far 
better than the work of the demagogues.. He 
says that “ unquestionably the deepest, feeling 
in it is that the great rural and agricultural 
population has been made to bear an undue 
share of the =n Se society. This simple 
statement is true. There has never been in 
our country any thoroughly well considered 
system of taxation; all has been hap-hazard.” 
President White proceeds to point out how 
this and other abuses ‘can be so remedied as 
to turn the tide again from city to country, so 
as to cause a steady and rapid progress of the 
agricultural communities. 

Lectnrer Whitehead of the National Grange, 
the lecturer of the Northern Farmers’ Alli- 
ance, Mr. Ashby of Iowa and Mr. Macune, 
who is credited with being, the brains of the 
Southern Farmers’ Alliance, together with 
President Powell of the Farmers’ Political 
League, interpret the lessons of the farmers’ 
movement in a way that gives a clear insight 
into the spirit that animates these great or- 
ganizations. N 

Speaking from the point of view of a finan- 
cie: a Wall street broker says: There is no 
cause for alarm among capitalists at the pres- 
ent uprising among the farmers, because it 
necessarily implies a large degree of educa- 
tion in financial affairs. This is the charac- 
teristic which broadly distinguishes the m ove- 
ment from any mere political overturn and 
compels its recognition as a part of the pres- 
ent world-wide movement of the masses fora 
radical change in the land industrial system, a 
movement everywhere so alarming to those 
who do not understand it, so inspiring tothose 
who do.“ He proceeds to point out that it 
must inevitably result in the great National 
party of the people, which is destined in the 
near future to establish a nobler -and happier 
civilization in this land.“

THE BANK OF FRANCE. 
Nominally a Private Concern, but in Real- 
ity Semi-Official, 

Without entering into a lot of technical de- 
tails that would be interesting only to finan- 
cial men, it may be said broadly that the Bank 
of France, althvugh nominally a private bank- 
ing-house, is m reality a semi-official institu- 
tion, for the reason that its operations are 
made under State control, because it has the 
monopoly of issuing bank bills. The single 
fact that the bank issues the French greenback 
(which is blue and rose) makes the avera 
citizen believe that the institution belongs 
the Government, and he has the same confi- 
dence in it that he has in the Government it- 
self. Business-men know that it is a private 
banking company, but they are certain that 
the State, which appoints the Governor and 
e Sovsrsets, would not allow it to fail, 
and that behind its nominal capital of 182,- 
500,000 francs furnished by the stockholders 
there is the fortune of France. 

bank discounts commercial paper on 
short time, not exceeding three — and 
advances money on securities deposited. Its 
credit, however, is not directly accessible to 
small tradesmen, because it requires all dis- 
count paper to have three signatures. Thus 
business-men are often obliged to have re- 
course to an intermediate banker, who dis- 
counts their notes and then, after adding his 
own signature to the two already on the paper, 
sends it to the bank, which rediscounts it.

The management of the bank is intrusted 
to fifteen regents and three examiners, who, 
with the Governor and two Deputy Governors, 
form what is called the Administrative Coun- 
eil. This Board of Directors, as a New-Yorker 
would say, meets once a week, fixes the rate 
of disecoutit—which rarely varies from 3 per 
cent—and decides upon all questions concern- 
ing the bank’s transactions, The Governor 
has a veto power over all the decisions. Un- 
like the Bank cf England, which is limited in 
its issue of bank notes to about 889.500, 000 
francs, the Bank of France can issue bills to 
the amount of 3,500,000,000. The aggregate

CHICAGO TO SEE THE MODEL AIRSHIP, 


Pennington’s 24-foot Model to Be on Exhi- 
bition Here—The Inventor Prophesies. 
“The 24-toot model of Pennington’s air- 

ship will be in Chicago by Christmas,“ said 

Elmer Dwiggins. It will be on exhibition 

at the Exposition Building and will make the 

round-trip of 1,500 feet. When the large ship 
is completed the model will be withdrawn.“ 

It is easy enough to navigate the air,“ said 
E. J. Pennington, tne inventor, at the Grand 
Pacific yesterday. The difficulty has been that 
the balloon part has presented so much resist- 
ing surface to the air. We have constructed 
our balloon part in the shape of an arrow, and 
hung the car just below, so that the whole ma- 
chine presents the least possible resisting sur- 
face to the air. We have so placed our pro 
peller wheel in front of the ship that we over- 
come 93 per cent of the resistance of the air. 
The propeller wheel is some thirty feet across. 
The blades receive the air all along their for- 
ward edge, but discharge it all over their outer 
edge. The wheel revolves at a high rate of speed 
and literally scoops out theair and throws it out 
beyond the circumference of the largest part 
of theship; thus a vaeuum is constantly form- 
ing, into which the ship rushes without re- 
sistance. We construct the entire ship out of 
aluminum, which has a greater tensile strength 
than tooled steel, and is three times as light. 
Now about steeringit. Itis just as impossible 
to guide a balloon as a boat drifting with the 
current in the river. A balloon cannot be 
steered because it hasno movement ahead. 
Given any —— that can propel itself five 
miles an hour and it can guided, but the 
winds may divert it from its course. But an 
air-ship with a speed of 200 miles an hour is 
independent of all winds and even of cy- 
clones, and the movement of itg rudder one 
inch to the right or left will it describe 
a circle,

FOR THE AUSTRALIAN SYSTEM, 


A Bill to Be Presented to the] Illinois Leg- 
islature—Its Provisions, 

The Personal Liberty League has prepared 
a bill for the establishment of the Australian 
ballot system in this State. The measure has 
been prepared by Jesse Cox, W. H. Dyren- 
furth, and Charles Bary, and is almost a copy 
of the Minnesota law, amended for special ap- 
plication to Illinois. It provides for three 


kinds of ballots, as follows: 

1. A plain white ballot, upon which there shall 
be printed the names of all the candidates for of- 
fice who are to be voted for throughout the entire 
State, and all amendments to the Constitution of 
the State, is to be submitted to the electors 


thereof. : 

2. A ballot tinted blue upon which are printed 
the names of all the candidates for office who are 
voted for throughout the entire county. 

3. Aballot upon which shall be printed the 
names of all the candidates for office who arejto 
be voted for threughout the whole township, town, 
village, or city, ward, and precinct. 

The white ballots shall be printed by the Secre- 
tary of State ana distributed in sufficient quanti- 
ties eighteen days before election. The county 
ballots tinted blue shall be printed by the County 
Clerk and distributed eight d before 
election. The ballots printed red shall be 
distributed by the municipal authorities 
in sufficient time for the election. The 
names of party candidates shall be printed un the 
ballots, also other names on the application of 1 
7 cent of the voters, or in any municipality of 
2,000 voters. Provision is made that the candi- 
dates shall contribute to the expense of printing 
and distributing the tickets. The voter will indi- 
cate his choice by making an X after the name of 
the candidate. 

At the 1 the following arrange- 
ments shall be observed: There shall be provided 
boxes for voting, as many in number as the kind 
of ballots voted—one ballot-box painted white, 
one painted red, and one painted blue. 

There shall be provided in the room in which 
the inspectors of election sit, or immediately ad- 
joining thereto, not less than two booths or com- 
partments for every hundred electors 2— 
so constructed that the voter can retire from ob- 
servation, and there shall be placed in said com- 
partment an indelible pencil or pen and ink to 
enable the voter to mark the ballot. Each com- 
partment shall either be provided with a door or 
curtain so that the voter while preparing his bal- 
lot may be shielded from observation.

The Duties on Wool. 


Lake Cares, La., Dec. 10.— [Editor of The 
Tribune.}—There are many perplexing points 
about the subject of tariff, whether for revenue 
only or whether for protection — at least the 
average reader finds it so. 

In your issue of Dec. 6 1 find one of these puz 
zles. Lou say the woolen manufacturing busi- 
ness never will flourish in this country till all 
mixing wools are put on the free list. When that 
is done the duty on woolens can be cut down one- 
half, and in spite of that reduction the foreign 
woolens will crowded out rapidly,” This 
raises questions that I would like to have Tus 
TRIBUNE make a little more clear. 

1. Why not let ail wools 1 on the free list? 
Why mix wools only? admission of the 
latter duty free would enable the manufacturer 
to make cheaper wools would not the admission 
of all wools help him in that line stiil more? 

2. If the admission of mixing wools duty free 
would put the manufacturer in position to com- 
pete successfully with foreign manufacturers un- 
der a 50 per cent reduction of tariffs on woolens 
would not the admission of all wools free enable 
him to compete successfully without any duty on 
woolens. 

3. Is it either just or reasonable for the home 
manufacturer to ask for a duty on woolens and at 
the same time oppose the i of a duty on 
wools? 

4. Isn’t the wool-grower acting the part of a 
reasonable man when he says to the woolen man- 
ufacturer, “Mr. Manufacturer, if you want free 
wools give us free woolens? If you can't afford 
to pay a home price for wool we can’t afford to 
pay a home price for woolens.“ J. W. R. 

[I. Because the so-called mixing wools, such as 
East Indian, Donskoi, Syrian, etc., do not ‘enter 
into competition with any wool grown in the 
United States. With fine clothing-wools the case 
is different. | 

2. It would not put him in such a position un- 
less he could cut down the wages of the workmen 
in his factory. Even though he got all raw ma- 
terial as cheaply as his foreign competitor he 
would have to pay the higher wage scale of this 
country—uniless his men would take lower pay— 
and his machinery and plant, being the work of 
men getting the higher American wage scale, 
would cost also more than those of the foreign 
manufacturer, 

3. it is reasonable and just, because whether 
he has free wool or not he has to pay higher 
wages than the foreign competitor. It would be 
unreasonable if he were to ask for free mixing 
wool and at the same time to oppose a slight re- 
duction say from a quarter to a sixth of the pre- 
vious duty on woolens. Nor have the manufactur- 
ers ever opposed such a reduction. Under the old 
tariff the duty on woolens averaged something 
like 68 percent. The Mills bill, which put all 
grades of wool on the free list, reduced the duties 
on woolens to an average of about 46 per cent on 
the ground that the taking off the duty on wool 
would give the manufacturers an advantage 
equal to the difference between 68 and 46 per 
cent duty. It was contended, indeed, that they 
would be better off with 46 per cent and free wool 
of ail grades than to be handicapped by the duties 
on mixing wools and to have the 68 per cent pro- 
tection on woolens. This was not disputed seri- 
ously by the mannfacturers. The only ones who 
clamored against the proposed change were the 
old humbugs Lawrence, Delano, and Harpster. 
Certainly that feature of the Mills bill did not 
seem to cost the Democrats a vote in 1888, except 
perhaps in Oregon. There was no defection of 
the Democratic wool-growers in any State east 
of the Rocky Mountains—not even Ohio or Mich- 
igan. If the battle had turned simply on the 
wools and woolen schedule of the Mills bill Cleve- 
land would have been elected, for he would have 
carried New York and Indiana. 3 

Alli—certainly nearly all—of the woolen manu- 
facturers of the country wanted the mixing wools 
not grown in this country placed on the free list 
of the McKinley bill. They said that if that was 
done and the old duty on woolens was allowed 
to stand they would supply soon most of the 
goods now imported. There is good reason to be- 
lieve that they would not have objected seriously to 
asmall reduction in duty on those grades of wobl 
ens into which the mixing wools entered. But 
Delano, Lawrence, and Harpster would not have 
this. They claimed that all the coarse wool need- 
ed by the manufacturers could be obtained from 
the hip and breech locks of common and quarter- 
blood American sheep, and they actually bullied 
the imbecile Ways and Means Committee into 
raising the duties on all wools, the coarse, cheap 
foreign ones included, none of which are pro- 
duced in this country. After these three prepos- 
terous old frauds liad got in their work the man- 
ufacturers, of course, got in theirs, and the al- 
ready high duties on woolens were raised to 91.76 
per cént. The result of these twin follies will be 
to waterlog the market. The demand for double- 
taxed woolens naturally fall off. The wool- 
growers will get less for their fleeces and will 
have to pay more for their clothing. The mann- 
facturers sell fewer goods, throwing men out of 
work and re t wages, while the importation 


of foreign wou.cas is not seriously hindered. 


Any advance in the cost of domestic woolens is 
heightened about a third by the profits of two 
middlemen—wholesaler and retailer—added to 
the tariff advance. Whenever the tariff is put up 
these two incidents of taxation are added to the 
duties and the entire burden falls on the con- 
sumer. Any downward revision of the tariff 
which does not cripple fair protection, cheapens 
all goods, domestic and imported, first by the 
amount of the reduction, second by the amount 
of the wholesalers’ profit thereon, and third by 
that of the retailers. But the chumps of the 
Ways and Means Committee did not understand 
and did not care for these things.

APPLAUDS THE FIRST REGIMENT. 


Lieut.-Col..Gaines Lawson Reports a Com- 
mendable Esprit de Corps. 

Brevet Lieut.-Col. Gaines Lawson, U. S. A., 
recently spent a week in this city inspecting 
the First Infantry. The following extract from 
his report to Gov. Fifer has been sent to the 
commanding officer of that regiment: 

State oF ILLINoISs, ADJUTANT GENERAL’S 
Orrice, SPRINGFIELD, Dec. 10, 1890,—Command- 
ing Officer First Infantry, I. N. G.,--Sir: The 
following remarks of an inspection of your com- 
mand, held Nov. 25, 1890. are furnished for your 
information: i All the field and, staff offi- 
cers (except the Chaplain) were present at in- 
spectidn.

ican doctors who have been waiting here try-

-ing diminished. Several of them succeeded 


in procuring small supplies for use in their 
private practice before Prof. Koch issued his 
prohibition limiting the supply of lymph to 
hospitals or medical colleges. The major- 
ity have returned without the lymph, but 
weighted with experience acquired in study- 
ing cases. 

During the present week Prof. Gerhardt 
closed his exhibition of cases to all foreign 
physicians, excepting some Americans. Prof. 
Gerhardt has now treated seventy-nine pa- 
tients, giving two milligrammes of the lymph 
as the first dose and in some instances only 
one. Four of his patients, who were suffering 
from advanced phthisis, died. Three left the 
hospital much improved. Twenty-four re- 
main and are progressing favorably. Prof. 
Gerhardt expresses his increasing satisfaction 
with the results of the remedy, especially in 
tuberculosis of the larynx, where the chances 
of recovery are better than in pulmonary 
phthisis. He confirms Prof., Koch’s experi- 
ence that the remedy is most useful in the 
initial stage of the disease. 

William Degan, the American who came to 
Berlin in charge of Dr. William A. Taltavall, 
a New York physician, and whose case has ac- 
quired prominence from his being the first 
American to visit Berlin for treatment, re- 
ceived the first injection Monday last. He is 
under the treatment of Prof. Ewald. The 
first dose was only one-half of a milligramme, 
Prof. Ewald fearing to use any more on ac- 
count of the weak condition of the patient. A 
slight reaction set in eight hours afterwards. 
The patient’s temperature rose gradually until 
it reached 100°. It then declined and within 
six hours became normal. Larger doses have 
been injected since. Degan’s cough is easier 
and during the night he rests better. There 
are other symptoms of an amelioration of his 
condition. Prof. Ewald exhibited Degan to a 
large number of foreign physicians as 4 typi- 
cal case of the temporary improvement result- 
ing from the treatment, though he expressed 
doubt as to his ultimate cure considering his 
condition. 

Four Patients Absolutely Cured. 

Dr. Paul Gutman, who is treating seventy- 
five consumptives, presented before the Hufe- 
land Geselschaft four cases that had been ab- 
solutely cured of pulmonary phthisis. These 
cases had been taken at the initial stage of the 
disease. The dose in these instances had been 
raised to five centigrammes. 

Prof, Leyden reports that of 127 patients 
suffering from diseases of the lungs treated at 
the Charities Hospital the general results are 
promising. There has been no mishap in any 
instance. In contrast to Prof. Leyden’s ex- 
perience the Cologne Gazette records the death 
of a patient who was confided to the care of 
Dr. Libbertz by Prof. Koch, and who re- 
ceived the first injection from Prof. Koch. 
The death of this patient, the Gazette says, 
can be traced tothe injections. Prof. Leyden, 
analyzing his own and other physicians’ ex- 
perience, admonishes ‘doctors to use the ut- 
most caution in every ease, be the patient 
strong or weak. The injections affect the 
heart strongly. All the deaths following the 
injections have been caused by the heart being 
affected. , 


The Berlin doctors, apart from those Who 


practice in the hospitals and those belonging 
to Prof. Koch’s entourage, join the American 
physicians in their bitter complaint that they 
cannot procure lymph. 
Prof. Koch Calls on Minister Phelps. 

Prof. Koch on his visit to Mr. William Wal- 
ter Phelps, the American Minister, at the le- 
gation yesterday passed through the ante- 
room which was full of eager American doc- 
tors who were waiting to see the Minister 
with the hope of procuring his good offices in 
securing for them interviews with the world- 
renowned bacteriologist. A long conversa- 
tion took place between the professor and Mr. 
Phelps, who is worried by doctors and sick 
people from America who are determined to 
get information regarding the new remedy 
from headquarters. 

In the course of his conversation Prof. 


and learned that a great many people in that 
vicinity, and in fact throughout that entire 
part of the State, were still firm believers in 
witchcraft and in the power of certain per- 
sons, by ridiculous incantations, ceremonies, 
and presctiptions, known under the generic 
name of ‘ pow-wowing,’ to drive the witches 
away from persons, animals, wells, crops, or 
whatever had fallen under the ban. These 
witch doctors were usually women, and were 
known in Pennsylvania Dutch as hexes. They 
were held in great respect, and the death of 
one was regarded as a calamity by the be- 
lievers in witches. The woman who had just 
died had been a particularly successful hex, 
and her death was an event of no little im- 
rtance in the village. 

Now, I don’t believe in witches myself, or 
in the power of a hex,’ said the landlord, ‘ but 
I would be obliged to some one who could ex- 
plain to me an, occurrence with “which this 
woman who has just died was concerned, and 
which came under my personal observation. 
It was certainly the strangest thing I ever read 
or heard of, even in this locality, where super- 
stitious belief and credulity find never-ending 
weird and wonderful things to tell. 

„ don’t know how old the hex was who 
died today. No one knows. But twenty years 

o she was an old woman. She was the 
widow of a well-known Pennsylvania Dutch 
farmer, Jacob Freitcher, who died a quarter 
of a century ago. Although she was left 
wealthy, her daughter went out to service, as 
is the custom with the girls of Pennsylvania 
Dutch parentage, although they may be pros- 
pective heiresses to thousands. his girl, 
then about 20 years of age, worked at this very 
hotel. Her name was Barbara, and she is to- 
day the wife of one of the richest farmers in 
the county. The landlord at that time 
was a leading man in this county, 
and usually a jovial sort of fellow. His name 
was Joseph Boyer. For some reason he never 
could explain he took an intense dislike to the 
old hex’s daughter, who worked for him. I 
have often heard him say that when he was 
near the girl, or she was in his presence, he 
could scarcely restrain himself from doing her 

rsonal injury, and was constantly, against 

is will, wishing. that he or some one else 
might make her suffer. It was a most singu- 
lar feeling, for the girl was honest and indus- 
trious, and, as the landlord frequently said, 
the best girl he ever had in his house. 

„ Boyer’s unaccountable hatred of the hex’s 
daughter was not the only strange fact con- 
nected with the two. ‘The girl’s fear of her 
employer amounted to terror. She trembled 
visibly when he was in sight, and that she 
suffered greatly could be seen by the expres- 
sion of her face. At times she fell into faint- 
ing fits after Boyer had left her sight, out of 
which she was revived with difficulty. Another 
singular thing was that the girl quit the land- 
lord’s employ several times, but after an ab- 
sence of a few days invariably came back and 
reéntered his service. She told his wife that 
she had such pains while she was away that 
she was forced to come back for relief. 

„et seems that Barbara, who was a sensi- 
ble girl and not inclined to the superstitions 
her mother was believed to hold the charms 
against, did not make known to her mother 
the peculiar sensations and sufferings she ex- 
perienced and endured until nearly a year af- 
ter they first appeared. Then, finding that 
she got no better..she confided in her mother, 
who told her at once that she was bewitched. 

“¢** But who would want to bewitch me, 
mother?’’ she asked. 

9% don’t know,“ replied her mother; 
% but I will find out.“ 

„ The old hex took a piece of black paper, 
took down her witch book, something every 
hex has, copied something from it on the pa- 
per, and folded the paper. She then gave her 
daughter a hammer and a sharp nail and told 
her that at 12 o’clock on the first night of the 
first new moon she must take the paper, the 
hammer, and the nail with her to an ash tree 
that stood at the cross-roads a mile beyond 
the village. She must place the paper against 
the tree, and with one blow of the hammer 
send the nail home through the paper. That, 
the hex said, would not only destroy the witch, 
but would discover the person or thing that 
the witch had acted through.

W. Butterfield, the man he was prosecuting, 
is a California promoter, who went to London 
several years ago to sell a gold mine. Marks 


savagely attacked him and his gold mine in his 


paper, the London Financial News. By way 
of retaliation, Butterfield published a pam- 
phiet and circulated it in ndon, containing 
a story of Marks’ private history in New 
York. The story was a reprint of one pub- 
lished in the Press in December, 1887. The 
pamphlet was entitled : 

The same Harry Marks. He is expoiting Lon- 
don now r overdoing New Yerk. A sad story 
told by one of his victims, Mrs. Koppel, the wom- 
an rob ill-used, deserted. , 

The story ran as follows: | 

The name of Harry H. Marks has been promi- 
nent in London recently on account of his posi- 
tion as a financial writer. He was recently 
charged by a director of the Bank of England 
with an attempt at blackmail, and bringing suit 
for libel torced an apology and nominal costs 
from his assailant. every day that this was 
occur in London a pale-faced and sad-eyed, 
broken-down woman of some 32 or 33 years of age 
was relating in this city the story of wron 
which she alleged she had endured at the cana 
of Marks, Her story had been reduced to writing 
and, duly affirmed on oath, has come into pos- 
session of the Press. 

Mrs. Annie Koppel, the woman mentioned, is 
the widow of Louis C, a opel, who, in his life- 
time, was proprietor of the Reformer and the 
Jewish Times, published in New York City. When 
he died in 1878, after a short and sudden illness, 
Harry H. Marks was a writer on the paper, the 
editorial charge of which was left with Dr. De 
Sola Mendes. Mrs, Koppel was living at No. 235 
Kast Fifty-eighth street. Marks went to her one 
morning in the fall of 1878 and insinuated himself 
into her good graces by flattering attention and 
representations. He offered his services to con- 
duct the paper for $10 a week,and Dr. Mendes 
was superseded by him. 

He became aconstant visitor at the house of 
Mrs. Koppel, and, according to her story, under 
promise of marriage, he began living with her in 
the relation of husband and wife. Their illicit 
union brought about the birth of an infant in 
July, 1879. It was a girl baby, and, by his request, 
was named Alice, after his sister. Being after- 
ward deserted by Marks, and being unable to sup- 
port the child, she gave it to the father at his 
dwelling, No. 40 West Twenty-fourth) street, when 
the little one was 6 months old. Mrs. Koppel was 
then living with her father, the further acts of 
Marks, as related in her atlidavit, having reduced 
her to penury. 

Louis ©. Koppel had left a quantity of tine jew- 
elry, consisting of a gold watch and chain, a dia- 

‘They were 
worth $400 or $500, the watch alone havi cost 
$275. One evening, about New Year’s, 1879, Marks 
told the widow that he was invited to dine 
with Jesse Seligman, the banker, in West 
Thirty-fourth street, and asked for the 
loan of this jewelry, so that he might make a good 
appearance. When, days afterward, she pressed 
him to return it he declared that it was pawned 
and that he had used the money to purchase flow- 
ers for a lady friend. About the same time the 
Forester lodge of which Koppel had been a mem- 
ber awarded her $1,000 from their fund for the 
families of deceased members. She indorsed this 
check for deposit and gave it to a friend to take 
to the bank, giving him a an errand to the 
office of the nr and Jewish Times, which 
was at No. 120 William street. Atthe office he 
encountered Harry Marks, who assaulted him 
and took the check from him, afterward collect- 
ing the money on it, no part of which ever came 
into Mrs. Koppel’s hands. Whenshe asked what 
he had done with it he replied: It is none of 
your business. Ispentit with other women at 
the Café Brunswick.” 

In February, 1879, he hired apartments in 
Twenty-ninth street. near Ninth avenue, and 
moved Mrs. Koppel's furniture into them. After a 
short residence there she had to leave on account 
of non-payment of rent. He told her he had no 
money, that the paper was no longer remunera- 
tive, and that she must look out for herself. She 
moved to St. Mark’s place. He collected all ac- 
counts due the paper and went off to Europe. 

While he was gone there was achild born. He 
came back then, and on landing went direct to 
her apartments. When she could no longer pay 
the rent he ceased going there and abandoned 
her to destitution. One day she sent to the office 
for money and he sent her $1. This so enraged her 
that she went to the office, where he laughed at 
her. She could not keep her temper, and ordered 
ali hands out of the office, which, as she had not 
the keys, she had the janitor nail up. This 
was Saturday. _ 

As she was leaving home the following Monday 
she was arrested on Marks’ affidavit of alleged in- 
sanity, taken before Judge Smith of the 
Police Court, and locked up. She was kept in 
custody nine hours before her physicians and 
friends could summoned to her release. 
At that period Marks had entered the newspaper 
Office and carried off or sold everything that was 
portable. a 

Mrs. Koppel sought relief in the courts, but. 
being poor and ill, was unable to prosecute the 
suits to a conclusion before Marks went off to

The morning callers find him pleasant enough 
and courteous, with the ease of a man of t 
world, ip 8 a Serge. than the kind- 
ness and geniality of that personage. He is 
interested in everything, aud knows what is 
going on in literature, art, and politics as well 
as in science, for, night after night, when Dr. 
Koch retires at or after midnight, be takes 
with him the latest . periodicals, to 
read before going to sleep of the doings of 
that wider world outside the wonderful world 
of science in which he spends the best part of 
his life and the best efforts of his mind. But 
it is only at night, when the work of the day is 
over, that he gives himself fully up to social 
pleasures. It is then that his friends drop in, 
often toshare his ample meal (during which 
he takes a great deal of soda-water, but very 
little of any alcoholic drink), and more fre- 
quently after supper. Up to midnight the 
conversation flows on; the professor, who 
is an excellent talker and companion, being 
never weary of entertaining his guests. 

In the morning Dr. Koch likes to remain 
undisturbed till about 9 o’clock, when he rises 
d dresses, carefully and rather slowly, and 
comes to breakfast ready to go out, except 
that, instead of the usual morning coat, he 
wears a garment at the sight of which one is 
at first almost inclined to turn away and hide 
a wicked smile. This is a long, loose coat, not 
unlike alady’s dressing-gown, and it is quite 
sleeveless. Its extreme comfort is, plainly, its 
one advantage ; and, attired in it, and uncon- 
scious of its wild peculiarities, Dr. Koch sits; 
down to his breakfast. No coffee for him, or 
any other cup that cheers, but ins — 
rather uuinviting-looking thick white soup, 
into which he puts any amount of little squares 
of toasted brown bread. Then he changes 
his coat, starts off by the Stadtbahn to the 
Hygienic Institute, where we shall presentl 
see him at work, and is seen no more till, 
punctually at 2 p. m., he returns home to the 
most frugal of dinners, consisting of one 
course of meat and vegetables, one light, sweet 
dish, and, to finish up with, a plate of soup. 

Dr. Koch’s amusements are intellectual 
rather than physical, but he is not for nothing 
professor of hygiene at the Berlin University;

Prof. Koch still personally attends to 
the production of the lymph, but he wants to 
discontinue this labor in favor of the Govern- 
ment. He thinks that ultimately its manu- 
facture should be confined to the Govern- 
ment. To make the lymph, he says, requires 
both science and conscience. He declares that 
it is useless for American doctors to come to 
Berlin. The lymph will be assigned to Amer- 
ican hospitals that are properly vouched for.

PRESIDENTS ELECTED BY THE HOUSE 


A Brace of Exciting Incidents in Our Po- 
litical History. 

Arkansas Gazette: Since the foundation of 
the Government two Presidential ‘elections 
have been thrown into the House, where the 
vote is taken by States, and each State is en- 
titled to one vote. In 1800 Jefferson and Aaron 
Burr were candidates on the same ticket. The 
law then gave the Presidency to the candidate 
on the highest vote, the next highest to 
become Vice-President. The Republicans, who 
supported Jefferson and Burr, chose 73 
Electors, and the Federalists, who supported 
John Adams and C. C. Pickney, chose 65 
electors. Each elector voted for two persons, 
and unfortunately the Republican Electors 
gave Jefferson and Burr 7; otes each, Neither 
having a majority, the election was trans- 
ferred to the House, which elected Jefferson 
on the thirty-sixth ballot. The excitement 
caused by the contest, heightened as it was by 
Burr’s intrigue to secure for himself the Pres- 
idency which the party desired for Jefferson, 
secured a change to the present law. 

In 1824 Jackson, John Quiney Adams, 
Henry Clay, and William H. Crawford were 
candidates for President. This was the fa- 
mous scrub race of our politieal history. 
Jackson led in electoral votes, and also in the 

pular vote, but did not receive a majority. 

r. Clay had not then separated from the 
Republican or Democratic party; but he dis- 
liked Jackson, and gave as a reason for de- 
clining to support Crawford the latter’s infirm 
health. His influence elected Adams, and 
created a revolution in politics which caused 
the latter’s overwhelm defeat by Jackson 
for reélection four years r. f

THE BEHRING SEA CONTROVERSY. 
The negotiations between Secretary Blaine 
and Sir Julian Pauncefote have come toa 
standstill owing to the impossibility that this 
Government can accept the arbitration of- 
fered by Great Britain. As neither Govern- 
ment can now be expected to take steps to- 
ward the renewal of the negotiations a crisis 
has been reached, in view of which the Presi- 
dent will send aspecial message to Congress 
accompanying the diplomatic correspond- 
ence, The purport of the message is the 
President’s desire to ascertain from Congress 
how far he shall go in asserting the American 
claim in Behring Sea—in a word, whether the 
country shall accept the arbitration, which 
would be equivalent to a backdown, or carry 
out its claim at the risk of war. 

Undoubtedly Congress in coming to a de- 
cision will be governed largely by the inability 
of the country to defend its ports against bom- 
bardment by British ironclads. If we had a 
suitable number of long-range, high-power 
guns mounted for the protection of Boston, 
New York, Washington, San Francisco, and a 
few other exposed ports, the answer of Con- 
gress would be a defiant one, assuming it be- 
lieved our contention just. Thus the situation 
illustrates in a sudden and very vivid manner 


the imperative nécessity of accelerating the 


construction of high-power ordnance, improv- 
ing the condition of our ironclads, and 
making at once the necessary experiments 
with the new emmensite powder, dynamite 
shells, and other defensive appliances. This 
country can no longer afford to retain peace 
on the sufferance ht foreign Powers. No mat- 
ter what it costs, it must be prepared to defend 
the claims which it makes. The money which 
will be abstracted every year from the Public 
Treasury to pay improper pensions under 
the Congressional demagogue and Claim 
Agent dependent bill would furnish a splendid 
outfit of high-power guns for the defense of 
our harbors. One year of the sugar-tax which 
is about being flung away by Congressional 
demagogues would produce sufficient money 
to render our ports invulnerable. It follows

The letter from Prof. Huxley to the London 


Times, printed in another column, contains a 
decidedly unfavorable criticism of Gen, Booth 
and his Salvation Army’s scheme for amelio- 
rating the deep poverty of the lowest classes in 
the British Isles, Huxley is far from decrying 
the necessity of dealing with the facts present- 
ed. On the contrary, he expresses the convic- 
tion that unless this remediable misery is 
effectually dealt with the hordes of vice and 
pauperism will destroy modern civilization as 
effectually as uncivilized tribes of another 
kind destroyed the great social organism that 
preceded ours. He also believes the reform 
desired must be brought about, if at all, by 
attacking the motives of the individual man. 
But he regretfully arrives at the conclusion 
that Gen. Booth is not the person, nor his 
methods the correct ones, for bringing about 
this result, and gives his reasons therefor. 
Prof. Huxley demurs to the tentative claim 
that the excitement of the religious emotions, 
largely by processes which are described by 
their employers as rousing and conviv- 
ial,” is a desirable or trustworthy method of 
| permanently amending the conduct of man- 
kind. The testimony of history in past ages, 
and of personal experience in the present day, 
is wholly adverse to it. The organization of 
the army controlled by Booth he regards 
as positively dangerous, its essential requi- 
site of blind unquestioning obedience ’’ be- 
ing full of menace instead of furnishing 
ground for hope that any great good can be 
accomplished through its agency.

Prof. Huxiey may be in error in supposing 
it possible that a mistake committed now sim- 
ilar to one of 660 years ago could be followed 
by equally disastrous consequences to the wel- 
fare and peace of society. But it is probable 
the great majority of intelligent readers will 
agree with him that few social evils are of 


greater magnitude than uninstructed and un- 


chastened religious fanaticism, and that no 
personal habit more surely degrades the con- 
science and the intellect than does blind and 
unhesitating obedience to unlimited author- 
ity. Undoubtedly the position would be one 
of grave danger if the political and industrial 
affairs of anation were in large part at the 
mercy of a despot whose chief thought is to 
make that fanatism prevail. It is not im- 
probable that this masterly presentation 
of the subject by Prof. Huxley may cause a 
sober second thought in the breasts of the 
well-meaning ones who have rallied to the 
support of Booth because his plan was the 
only one presented for the remedy of a great 
and growing evil. But the agitation will ac- 
complish a far greater good if it lead to the 
formulation of other methods for solving the 
great problem of latter-day civilizataon de- 
void of the highly objectionable features which 
attach to that advocated by Booth. The Ger- 
mans have already shown themselves able to 
deal with the worst forms of pauperism in 
their midst without the aid of trumpets, cym- 
bals, and accordions; and it will be well if the 
English people, who are now awakened to the 
absolute necessity of taking prompt action, 
study the work of their brethren east of the 
Rhine and follow their example if nothing 
better can be devised.

THE ILLINOIS WORLD’S FAIR EXHIBIT. 
Ata meeting held at Springfield this week 
to consider the question of securing a proper 


Illinois exhibit at the World’s Fair Attorney- | 


General Hunt said: 

It is going to be a work of considerable magni- 
tude to convince the Legislature that the appro- 
priation you consider adequate is necessary. The 
duty that rests on Illinois is avery grave -one. 
Our Legislature meets within a few weeks. Very 
few Legislatures have taken any action regarding 
State exhibits. What Illinois does will to a cer- 
tain extent fix the standard for appropriations in 
other States. If Illinois treats this as a small 
matter other States will probably do the same. 
If Illinois seems disposed to do what she should 
other States will fallin line and the exhibit will 
be a credit to the Nation. 

There is considerable truth in this. With 
the exception of California and one or two 
other States which have shown that they take 
a special interest in the matter all will look to 
Illinois to see what it does. If it is generous, 
other States will follow suit. If it shows no 
signs of interest in the Fair many will con- 
clude that it is because Illinois does not think 
it will amount to much. 

Since nearly all the State Legislatures meet 
this winter, it is important that the Illinois 
General Assembly should take action in the 
matter at the earliest possible moment, so that 


sister States may know what it is going to do. 


But, unfortunately, no sooner will the Legis- 


lature meet than it will plunge into politics 
and the election of a Senator. The Democrats 
hope that will not take long, but it may use up 
more time than they reckon on. Therefore, 
as there is absolutely no politics m the Fair, 
there ought to be a distinct understanding be- 
tween the leaders of the two parties that this 
question of an appropriation for an Illinois 
exhibit shall be taken up and settled 
as early in the session as possible. 
Other matters should not be allowed to 
force their way ahead of it. It should not be 
tossed back and forth between the two Houses, 
but be disposed of as speedily and in as non- 
partisan a spirit as the constitutional amend- 
ment was by the present Legislature. 

The officers of the World’s Fair appreciate 
of course the necessity of prompt action on 
the part of Illinois and will do all they can to 
secure it. There ought to be no difficulty, 
with proper management, about getting a 
liberal appropriation. Some of the members 
of the Legislature will be niggardly and nar- 
row-minded, but they will be in the minority 
and will be unable to delay action if the party 
leaders will agree in season on what is to be 
done. 1 


THE MESSIAH CRAZE. 


The Messiah craze is spreading in many and 


strange directions. It is probable that mili- 
tary force will soon stamp it out among the 
Sioux, but, unfortunately, military force can- 
not be utilized generally. The number of 
Sioux who continue the ghost dances has 
dwindled down to a few, and now that Sitting 
Bull, the encourager of the craze for his own 
ambitious purposes, has gone to the happy 
hunting grounds, where he can practice the 
ghost dance as a pas seul to his heart’s con- 
tent and without detriment to white settlers’ 
vabins and cattle, it is altogether probable 
that the remaining ghost dancers will soon 
tire of their spectral folly and come back to 
their senses and their rations and be good 
Indians. 

This, however, will not end the ghost dan- 
cing and the Messiah craze. It is spreading 
like an epidemic and breaking out in new and 
unexpected quarters. John the Baptists are 
cropping up from one end of the West to the 
other, announcing the coming of a Messiah, 
the destruction of the whites, the restoration 
of old-time power and prestige, and the return 
of buffaloes and other game to the old hunting 
grounds. The Indians of New Mexico and 
Arizona, the scattered bandsin the Texas Pan- 
Handle, the Piutes of California, and 
even some of tbe civilized Indians 
of ‘the Indian Territory, Wisconsin, 
and Minnesota have caught the craze and are 
longingly expecting a millennium and watch- 
ing for the coming of the new Messiah. In 
Mexico it has broken out among the Aztecs, 
who are firm believers in the prophecy that 
Montezuma or some one of their ancestors 
soon will return and restore to them not only 
their former domain but all their old-time 
glory and power of empire. In the 
ruins of their temples they, too, are dancing 
not & ghost dance but some other form of 
terpsichorean exercise which they hope to 
keep up until Popocatapetl erupts and covers 
the country with lava, destroying all but 
themselves and bringing Montezuma or some 
other old Aztec monarch down to them, riding 
on a cloud of smoke in a fiery chariot. The 
same craze which a few months ago raged 
east of the Mississippi River in Mis- 
sissippi, Georgia, and Alabama now has 
broken out west of the river in Louisiana and 
Arkansas among the negroes, accompanied by 
weird exhibitions of fetichism and voodooism, 


and may cause trouble unless some means are 
found to check the manifestations or run the 
pretended Messiahs into the madhouses 


or jails for a time, for 

negroes the Messiahs do 
lay their coming. They turn up in 
all directions and in all sorts of 
uncouth shapes. It is needless to say that the 
craze is not confined to Indians, negroes, and 
Aztecs, but possesses. whites also, and that 
white Messiahs, Virgin Marys, and Mary Mag- 
dalenes, white apostles and prophets may be 
found in Cincinnati, Chicago, Rockford, and 
other places, who claim to be divine, and fool 
silly women and a few sillier men, 
do not pay their grocers“

These must be endured with such patience as 
is possible, for they cunningly keep just out of 
the clutches of the law. They cannot be run 


into asylums, like the ignorant negroes of the 


South, nor is it feasible to send cavalry after 
them or infantry with Gatling guns, as the In- 
dians are treated. The hope of the future lies 


in the experience of the past. The Messiah 


craze is an old, old story, and the present one 
is only the spreading of one of those waves 
which come periodically. It will pass on and 
disappear. The Messiali folly will end and 
then some other folly will take its place, for 


as long as cranks and fanatics are tolerated | 


and human nature remains in its present emo- 
tional and impressionable conditions there will 
be plenty of impostors to play their tricks 


and plenty of dupes to be played upon. 


Some day the experts in social science may 
devise some methods which will end fads, 
crazes, and crankeries, and give the world, 
if not horse sense, a reasonable philosophical 
system approaching it. Meanwhile let us not 
blame or pity the Indians or the negroes for 
imitating their superiors in matters of mys- 
tery and supernal occultism. Let us think of 


our own delusions and follies, and maintain 


respectful silence when Lo and Sambo 
transcend the bounds of reason, 


THE CHICAGO ORCHESTRAL ASSOCIATION. 

Everything comes to him who waiis. Chi- 
cago has waited long for its orchestra and 
borne considerable contumely of a musical 
sort because it has not had this essential ele- 
ment of any real musical progress. But it has 
come at last, and it has come in such excclient 


shape that the consummation more than com- 


pensates for the delay. The city now has its 
orchestral association regularly incorporated 
under the laws of Illinois, and incorporated 
with a dignity that compares favorably with 
the first Philharmonic Society, incorporated 
nearly half a century ago under the grotesque 
act to encourage the science of fiddling,” as 
it now stands on the books. It has its officers 
and directors, including prominent and 
wealthy citizens. It has an ample guarantee 
fund for three years from the beginning of 
next fall’s season. It has in Milward Adams 
a manager of exceptional ability and one who 
has been associated long with the conductor. 
In Theodore Thomas it has the foremost 
leader in the United States and one of the two 
or three great leaders in the world. Mr. 
Thomas last week signed the contracts and 
has returned East to engage his principal 
musicians. This is worth waiting for. The 
work not only has been done, but it has been 
done well. It could not have been done better. 


It is fortunate for the success of this great 


enterprise that Mr. Thomas is not an untried 
man and is not unknown to Chicago. The 
musical people of this city have a personal at- 
tachment for him, and they know what the 
concerts will be, having summered with him 
these many years, This isof great advantage. 
Mr. Thomas will come here with his heart in 
his work, for he knows that he has the good 
will and sy:npathy of the city at the outset, 
and will not have to work to secure them. He 
is free to devote himself exclusively to his 
music and his musicians, and need have no 
business concerns or financial 
Under such circumstances he will give Chi- 
cago the best orchestra which it is possible to 
organize in this country. The scheme of the 
association includes not less than twenty nor 
more than twenty-eight symphony concerts 


with as many public rehearsals, and ample 


provision for popular concerts of the kind 
which Mr. Thomas has been accustomed to 
give herein the summer, and the same or- 
chestra will also be utilized for opera seasons, 
oratorios, and large choral concerts and fes- 
tivals. With such an organization the pos- 
sibilities of the futtire, including the World's 
Fair, are of the most ample kind. They are 
ofa kind, moreover, which will make Chi- 
cago the musical center of the country, 


“ THE POOR MAN’S COURTS.” 
Chicago has nineteen Justices of the Peace 


who preside in what are called “the poor 
man’s courts.“ These Justices are nominated 
by the Judges of the Superior, Circuit, and 
County Courts of Cook County. Four years 
ago, when the nineteen Justices were selected, 
there were only thirteen Superior, County, 
and Circuit Judges. The responsibility for 
certain shockingly bad nominations then made 
by the Judges could not be definitely located. 
Now there are nineteen Judges with power of 
nomination. The Probate Judge is admitted 
to the conference but he has no voice in the 
selection. Every one of the nineteen Judges 
will have the right to name one of the 
nineteen Justices. Every Judge will exercise 
his prerogative. The Cook County Judges 
are modest, learned, and able men, but not 
one of the number was ever known to forego 
such patronage as belongs to him by law or 
has been accorded to him by courtesy. 

It is probable that the Justiceship patronage 
will be exercised more discreetly and judi- 
ciously this year than it was four years ago. 
The exercise of the patronage carries with it 
a greater degree of responsibility this time. 
The appointments four years ago were in 
many instances disgraceful. They were made 
for political purposes and not for the public 
good. The consequence has been that the 
Chicago Justice courts are a public scandal. 
They have become mere exchange shops for 
chattel-mortgage sharks, blackmailing agen- 
cies for straw-bailers, and policy-rooms where 
cheap Aldermen exercise their influence, for 
effect in municipal contests, Out of the nine- 
teen there are probably half-a-dozen fit for 
the position of Justice of the Peace. But the 
change-of venue system neutralizes whatever 
good influence those six Justices can exercise. 
The harpies that prey on the poor and the in- 
solent officials who harass the innocent and 
the unprotected avoid the honest Justices. 
They carry on the business before the 
venal and the susceptible Dogberries. For 
the utterly disgraceful character of the Jus- 
tice courts the Cook County Judges are pri- 
marily and almost wholly to blame. Had the 
Judges exercised the power conferred on them 
by law properly and honestly the Chicago Jus- 
tice courts could be made model ones. There 
are 1,500 or 1,600 lawyers here. Among them 
are enough honest, capable young men who 
would accept the position of Justice of 
the Peace and who would perform the 
duties of such position with due regard to 
law andequity. But the Judges have pre- 
ferred to go outside their own profession and 
have picked up expert billiard-players, active 
ward politicians, tough constables, and pro- 
fessional foreigners to administer law in the 
people's courts.“ Where lawyers have been 
selected they have been mostly of the broken- 
down, out-at-elbows variety, who were willing 
to do anything to turn an honest penny.“ 

A radical change is demanded this time. If 
the Judges do not initiate the reform the Gov- 
ernor and State Senate have the power tocompel 
them to do so. The Judges have the power of 
nomination, but the Governor has the right of 
appointment and the Senate the power of con- 
firmation. The Governor should not appoint 
any man of doubtful reputation or ability, no 


| matter what Judge recommends the appoint- 


ment. If the Governor should make a mis- 
take as to appointments it will still be the 
duty of the State Senate to correct 
it. Perhaps a good plan to in- 
sure good nominations would be for 
the Judges in open meeting to name their 
candidates. They e act “omy a higher 


anxieties. 


Most of the present Justices ought to be re- 


tired, If they were ever useful their time of 
usefulness has passed. There is a demand 


for new men. The rotation in office principle 


is an excellent one to n e 
Justice courts. 


VIADUCT DAMAGES AND THE LAW'S 


DELAYS. 
Mr. William C. Goudy, Mr. Edwin Walker, 
and Mr. George H. Willard, representing three 


railroad companies responsible to the city for. 


$170,000 in land damages, caused by the con- 
struction of viaducts made necessary to insure 
a safe crossing over the tracks of the aforesaid 
railroad companies at Ashland avenue and 
Western avenue, are not at all desirous of hur- 
rying up the payment of the amount. They 


prefer that the law shall take its course, 
| that the matter in dispute shall be settled * by 
| the orderly processes of the courts.“ And 


why not? It will profit the railroad companies 
to defer settlement of the indebtedness. The 


functionaries of the present Administration 


have established a precedent in this respect. 
They have recommended a compromuse with 
another railroad company—in the matter of 
viaduct damages—which relieves the carrying 
corporation of all liability for mterest on its 
indebtedness of five and a half years’ standing 
to the city. May not Mr. Goudy, Mr. Walker, 
and Mr. Willard expect equally kind treat- 


ment for the corporations which they repre- 


sent? Why should the corporations pay the 
money which they owe to the city when they 
can hold on to it for five years or more and 
use it in their business without incurring fur- 
ther liability? Who knows what may turn up 
in five years? 

Then again Mr. Goudy, Mr. Walker, and Mr. 


Willard may console themselves with the re- 


flection that the corporations which employ 
them may hold on to the money for more 


than five years, They certainly can if we are 


to have another Cregier Administration. The 
viaducts out of the construction of which the 
damages grow were built during the Roche 
Administration. Thesuit to recover the dam- 
ages from the railroad companies was ready 
for presentation when Mr. Cregier came into 
ottice. It has not advanced one step since. 
It is yet on the calendar of the Circuit or 
Superior Court. According to the members 
of the Finance Committee it will not be 
reached till the May term of the coutt. It may 
not be reached then. It will not be reached 
if the Cregier Adwinistration is continued. 
There will be another two years of delay. And 
even at the end of that time the case will have 
to go through the lower courts, afterwards 
through the Appellate Court, and then to the 
Supreme Court. Mr. Goudy, Mr. Walker, 
and Mr. Willard will thereafter have their mo- 


tions for rehearing. They all may be gathered 
to their fathers before the city gets its money. 


In the meantime the taxpayers will have to 
pay interest on the $170,000 of judgments, and 


it may be some of the judgments themselves. . 


There is no doubt as to the responsibility of 
the railroads. .That was definitely settled by 
the recent decision of the Supreme Court of 


this State in the Burlington case. But what 


has right or justice to do in such matters 
when we have a City Administration that plays 
into the hands of the corporations, and when 
our courts, notwithstanding the recent addi- 
tion of six Judges, are two years behind with 
their work? 


Last week the grand jury took up the inves- 
tigation of the alleged sale of meat from 
lumpy-jaw cattle. It heard what a number 


of wituesses had to say, but stopped short in 


its work before it had examined all the per- 
sons who were summoned. It is not known 
whether it is the intention of the jury to let 
the matter drop or to resume it this week. It 
cannot afford to do the former. Jobs of that 
sort once begun must be finished. How much 
truth there is in the allegations that the meat 
of diseased cattle has been put on the market 
is not known. But itis a matter of common 
hotoriety that the present controvérsy is 
mainly if not exclusively one between the 
City Health Commissioner and one of the 
members of the State Live Stock Board. 
They have been writing letters and making 
statements and carrying on a war of affidavits 
for some months. Each has done the best he 
could to prove that his opponent was no bet- 
ter than he should be. Unfortunately, the 
credit of the city as a furnisher of honest, 


healthy meats to the outside world has got 


mixed up in this private squabble, and those 
places which dislike the prominence of Chi- 
cago as a packing center are utilizing this row 
for the purpose of hurting the city. 

It is known all over the country that the 
grand jury has begun the investigation of 
these stories about lumpy-jaw cattle. There- 
tore, for the sake of the city, the jury must not 
drop the subject after it has gone but a little 
ways into it. It must be able to go farenough 
to say positively whether the statements which 
have been made about the placing of the meat 
of diseased cattle on the market are true or 
untrue. If the latter, it must say so. If the 
former, it must tell who the guilty parties are. 
If the jury adjourns without saying anything 
definite on the subject the cry will be raised 
that it did not dare to tell what it knew or 
that it did not dare to probe the matter to the 
bottom. In such a case there is no telling how 
much the credit of Chicago meats might be 
injured at home and abroad.

IMPOSSIBLE TO KEEP THE DISEASED 
ANIMALS OUT OF THE CITY, © 


It Is Therefore the Proper Policy to Con- 
sider in What Way Frauds May Be Pre- 
vented in the Disposal of the Carcasses 
Why the State Enspection Is Superior 

to That of the City Health Department 
~The Union Rendering Company Fa- 
vored. 
CuicaGo, Des. 19.—[ Editor of the Tribune. ]—In 
his testimony before the grand jury it is reported 


Almost the entire burden and gist of complaint 
by the City Health Department is that the State 
Board of Live-Stock Commissioners is permit- 

diseased cattle to enter the city in violation 


ting 
of a city ordinance, which ordinance the City In- 


spectors would enforce were it not that the Legis- 
lature has given the State Board superior juris- 
diction and extraordinary powers in the matter 
of inspecting and controlling the disposal 
of animals, and it is further 
claimed that in allowing the owners of lumpy- 
jaw cattle to realize $l per hundred for them, 
for manufacturing purposes only, the State Board 
makes.a great mistake, because it is thereby cre- 
ating a market in Chicago for diseased cattle 
from all over the West. This latter opinion is 
shared also by the officials of the Union Stock- 
Yard and Transit company. 


. Now, as a matter of fact, unless the entire busi-. 


ness of shipping cattle into Chicago is abolished 
it is simply impossible to keep out lumpy-jaw 
cattle or enforce the city ordinance which pro- 
hibits the bringing of diseased animals within 
the city limits; and the grand jury, City Health 
Department, State Board, and Stock-Yards 
= might as well recognize the fact first as 


t. 

This is a National market for live-stock. Few 
of the cattle arriving at the Chicago Stock-Yards 
come from the State of Illinois. The vast major- 
ity of them are from other States, ann ee come 
in sealed cars. The jurisdiction of thec and 
State oflicials does not extend beyond the limits 
of Illinois; they cannot, therefore, control the 
loading of cattle at points beyond the State, nor 
can they interfere with the sealed inter-State 
traffic at the State lines to discover lumpy- 
jaws.’ The only thing they can do is to discover 
and control them after they are unloaded at 
destination. 


Value of Lumpy-Jaws for Manufacturing. 


The cattle have a considerable market value 
for purposes other than food. The mere fact of a 
cyst or lump on the jaw does not affect the value 
of the hide, and the hides of such cattle bring as 
high prices on the market as those of sound cat- 
tle; their tallow is just as valuable for lubricat- 
grease: their horns, bones, hair 
and glue stock for manufacturing purposes; and 
their blood and entrails for cooked fertilizer. 
They are worth more on the Chicago market 
than elsewhere, because Chicago can utilize and 
distribute their product to greater advantage in 
her manifold industries. The present law gov- 
erning the State Board izes this value and 
the owner's right to it, and so long as the Consti- 
tution of the United States says that“ Private 
property shall not be taken for public benefit 
without compensation, the live-stock commis- 
sion merchants, mainly composing the Chicago 
Live-Stock Exchange, are ready to fight for it 
before the supreme tribunal of the Nation if 
need be, in defense of the interests intrusted to 
them, and thereby of a justice. The State 
dare not contiscate these cattle 62 and the 
Chicago Live-Stock Exchange will see that the 
Union 12 company does not again do so 
practically. 

Heretofore the Union Rendering company has 
claimed all benefits derived from the hides and 
carcasses of condemned cattle, except a mere 
nominal and arbitrary allowance, according to 
the following scale of prices :

It was to escape the clutches of this monopoly, 
aided by the enforced and arbitrary authority 
assumed by the City Cattle Inspectors, that the 
exchange required the State Board to permit 
other parties to bid for the carcasses of con- 
demned cattle for rendering purposes. 


Which Is the Better Plan? 


Grant that the increased price realized from the 
State’s method of allowing the condemned cattle 
to go to the highest bidder increases the receipts 
of such cattle at this market; which is better, to 
have them come here alive under competent in- 
spection and be disposed of for rendering pur- 
poses, or be killed in the — 1 and shipped in 
dressed to be sold for food? There is plenty of 
evidence before the grand jury and elsewhere to 
show that, after the head and entrails have béen 
removed, no man living can tell from the beef 
whether it came from a lumpy-jaw or not. 

It is a significant fact that the city and State 
inspectors worked harmoniously together until 
the State proposed some other disposition of the 
cattle for rendering purposes than to put them 
into the hands of the Union Rendering company. 
Then war began, and it would take diligent 
searching to find a Chicago live-stock dealer who 
does not believe that the Union Rendering com- 
pany is back of the city’s belligerent attitude on 


this question.

The dee 
partment is the recurd of its relation to this cor- 
poration, involving appropriations for the re- 
moval of dead animals from the streets and alleys 
of the city. Not many years ago it was willing to 
pay the city thousands of dollars a oy for the 
privilege of collecting the dead animals from the 
streets and alleys. Afterwards, having killed or 
bought out all competition, it refused longer to 
pay for this privilege, and took the carcasses for 
nothing. oming more greedy, and feeling se- 
cure in its monopoly of the business, it then de- 
manded pay for doing what in its infancy and 
when the supply of dead animals was small, it 
could afford to pay ety for. Three years ago 
the appropriation for this purpose was $6,000. 
This year the appropriation was raised to $15,000, 
and Ald. Dixon, Chairman of the last Finance 
Committee, said the ien was increased 
at the request of the Health Commissioner. 0

ARE NOW COUNTERFEITES. . 


Cheap, “Gased” Stuff Palmed Off Upon 
the Public—The Demand in Excess of 
the Supply—C. Flower Nolan on the 
Natural Wealth and Prospects of Shen- 
andoah, Va.—Auditorium Guests Com- 
plain of a “Disagreeable” Accommoda- 
tion—Hotel Arrivals, : 

Eugene J. Cantin of Oakland, Cal., 
is safe to say knows as much as ; 
about California wines, brandies, and 
ly the Eclipse champagnes, is at the Welling- 
ton. Mr, Cantin is considerably'worked up 
about the frauds that are perpet upon 
the Chicago purchasers of alleged California 
champagnes. 

“There is only one pure California cham- 
pagne sold in Chicago,” said Mr, Cantin. 
“Tne other stuff that is found in many reso 
in Chicago i is liquor that is made in a day. 
is ‘gassed’ wine and is charged with ids 
that are injurious to health. It is made for 
about .$4 a case, and is sold to innocent pur- 
chasers for $18 and sometimes $25 a case. 
One day when in a restaurant I saw by 
the bill of fare that California wines 
were sold. I called for a bottle, 
discovered that the liquor was the cheap, 
charged stuff, and immediately informed the 
propriety that he was being swindled. But 
the California wine producers are not discour- 
aged. They have more business than they 
can attend to, the output not being sufficient 
to supply the demand. The duty on imported 
champagne, according to the McKinley bill, 
is $8 a case, and in addition to this the French 
exporters have increased their price $2 per 
case. This increase has naturally caused a 
boom in California wines, and a sufficient 

uantity of the domestic article cannot 10 

found t tosupply the demand. You will probab 

to learn that a certain California 

* y company sends alarge quanity of wine 
to Paris, London, India, and to most of 
the South American States. My com- 
pany * has 1,900,000 bottles fer- 
ment the time and still we 
are anable to to fill orders. I often hear a man 
say after drinking California wine that the 
only difference he finds between it and the 
imported article is that it does not have the 

snap of the French wine. That is because 2 

California wine does not contain any brandy.

erected and will be completed about Feb. 1. 
This mill will produce 1,500 tons of merchant 
iron monthly. Railroad shops have been 
erected, and the pay-roll of one furnace com- 

ny and the railroad shops now amounts to 
$40,000 a month. By Feb. 1 it will be in- 
creased to $90,000. ides the inexhaustible 
quantity of iron there are large deposits of 
manganese, copper, lead, asbestos, slate, and 
ochre. Among the timber are found the 
finest kind of oak, hickory, poplar, ash, 
maple, walnut, birch, chestnut, and pine.

ONE OF LINCOLN’S EARLY CASES. 


The Great Man Whittled a Little Windmill 
to Convince the Jury. 

In the year 1848 there was a memorable law- 

suit in Chicago between Parker and Hoyt over 


the infringement of a patent right of a water- | 


wheel. Adams, Butterfield, and others were 
attorneys for the plaintiff and Abraham Lin- 
coln appeared for the defendant. During the 
progress of the suit John Brink, Esq., now of 
Crystal Lake, III., chanced to be in the city, 
and the following is his account of it: 

The trial lasted thirteen days and excited an 
unusual amount of interest. When Mr. Brink 
reached the city he found every one talking 
about the suit and the great. Supreme Court

lawyer Abraham Lincoin. Judge Drummond 
of the United States District Court presided 


at the trial. He sustained Lincoln in all of 

his propositions to the court, and in all of his 

objections to the positions taken by the oppos- 
counsel, 

n the course of the trial a flume was made 
and water applied to the wheels for the pur- 
pose of demonstrating to the jurors the exact 
facts in the case, Indian meal was thrown 
into the water to show the jury more clearly 
the effect of the water on the wheels. Soon 
after this experiment had been made Lawyer 
Adams said to Mr. Brink: Don't you think 
we have the best of the case?’ Mr. Brink re- 
plied: “Ido not know that I am a suitable 
judge, as I did not arrive here until the suit 
had been in progress two or three days. But 
this man Lincoln seems to hold you five fel- 
lows pretty snug. 

Then Adams said: I would rather fight 
every lawyer in the State of Illinois than Abe 
Lincoln, because he is a natural man, a nat- 
ural lawyer, a natural mechanic, in fact a nat- 
hing, end he knows more about that 
waterwheel than the man who made it, and I 
don’t know anything about it.“ 

While the attorneys for the plaintiff were 
making their pleas Lincoln sat there, and, al 
though listening attentively, whittled out a 

ine stick about half an inch square and a foot 
ong. From that he cut off two pieces about 
three inches in length, and with these two 
pieces he made the wings of a windmill. He 
fastened them together by running a pin 
through the center of the two wings and that 
pin into the end of the other and longer stick. 
After having put it together he blew upon it, 
and when it worked to his satisfaction he took 
it apart and placed it in his pocket. 
ere were eighty-four witnesses on the two 
sides, and Mr. Brink thinks that Lincoin took 
no notes, but trusted wholly to memory. 
He requested the witnesses to be present dur- 
ing his plea, and said if he made any mis- 
takes m regard to their testimony he wished 
them to correct him.. While presenting his 
side of the case -he took out the above-men- 


tioned windmill frem his pocket and, putting 
it together, blew uppn it and explam it to 
the jury. He assured them that if any in- 


fringement had been made Parker had in- 
fringed upon the old-time windmill, and that 
Hoyt had not infringed upon Parker. Adams 
was to make the closing plea, and in Lincoln’s 
speech he anticipated what Adams would say, 
and by this means weakened the force of his 
plea. Lincoln won his case, and the jury were 
out only a little over two hours.

_ Who Followed Him Around the World, 
New Lonx, Dec. 18.—[Special Correspond- 
ence, |—-We have two interesting books this 
week. Both are published in London, though 
one is by an American, and both are received 
here through the importers. Let us be patri- 


otic and look first at the American’s produc. | 


tion. It is in two octavo volumes and is en- 
titled Thirty Yearsof My Life on Three Conti- 
nents, and is by Edwin De Leon, formerly 
Diplomatic Agent and Consul-General of the 
United States of America in Egypt.“ To Mr. 
De Leon’s part of the work Mrs. De Leon 
adds a chapter on the life of women in the 
East,” which it goes without saying will be 
interesting reading to the women of the West. 
Mr. De Leon begins by tellmg us something 
of his early history. He was born in his 
father’s house at Charleston, S. C., in the 
early half of the present eentury. He began 


his career as a lawyer and was enjoying 


a good practice when he was diverted from 
the law by the fascinations of politica. Of 
secession Mr. De Leon says what the Irish 
statesman said on a similar occasion: “I sat 
by its cradle and I followed its hearse,’ but he 
does not desire to emulate the disposition of 
Lot’s wife, nor of Mr. Bellamy, by looking 
back ward. 

Our interest in Mr. De Leon, if one may be 


permitted the bull, is inthe people he met, and 


he seems to have had an extensive acquaint- 
ance and a retentive memory. One of the first 
of his pen-pictures gives us John C, Calhoun 
of South Carolina, tall, gaunt, with haggard 
face, seamed and plowed over, as it were by 
intense thought that dominated his brain and 
life, he looked more the ascetic than the pub- 
licman. His habits and tastes were severel 
simple; he had no pleasures and no vices, — 
cared nothing for society—living among his 
books and with his own high’ th bts and 
aspirations, both of which,” says Mr. De 
on, were unselfish 1 those of any 
public man I have ever known familiarly. 
It was a wonderful sight to see 
old statesman, at his last appearance in the 
Senate, a very short time before his death, sit- 
ar J upright in his arm-chair, spectral-looking, 
with eyes that still burned the almost extinct 


vitality, listening to the reading of his last ad- 
dress to that body by one of “his colleagues, 
his own faili health not allowing him to 


read or deliver his speech. 

Davy Crockett was another typical Ameri- 
ean, though 1 in a very different mold, 
whom Mr. De Leon counted among his 
friends. He tells a characteristic of 
the famous Texan.

mended by Thomas Carlyle, Nee when the 
company was not congenial to his tastes. With 
his grave, stern face and heavy brows drawn 
his eyes he represented rather 
a forbidding than an inviting appearance. Bat 
when he did unbend, and was in a good mood, 
man could make his conversation more agreea 
and instructive t he . .. I met Haw- 
thorne again at Rome, where he was passing 
several months. It was during the Holy Week, 
long before the days of Italian unity, and 
Nono was the temporal as well as the spirit 
head of the classic capital.

The Red Flag Floats in the Street. 


In the slums one sees other things and other 
folk, but he comes, too, upon the distant rip- 
ple of the wave of which here he sees the crest. 
One of the most remarkable sights that I saw 
in London, and one which most of all im- 
pressed me by its suggestiveness, was a pro- 
cession of Anarchists which passed near Beth- 
nel Green about noon Sunday. It bore its big 
red flag—a very dirty one, it may be remarked 
in passing—and it was headed by a squad of 
police. Every Sunday morning this troop— 
the spelling might almost be troupe, so theat- 
rical did the incident seem—goes about under 
the protection of the guardians of that ordér 
it is striving to overthrow, and collects, or 
tries to collect, funds for the support of the 
cause. One is divided between admiration 
of the wisdom which refuses to allow these 
crazy folk to pose as martyrs and doubt 
whether the modern doctrine of allowing dis- 
content to expeud itself in words is not per- 
haps carried too far. 

e thing which I did Sunday in London, 
however, which most interested me, was to go 
about to the people's markets at the Seven 
Dials, Whitechapel, and Bethnel Green, The 
streets of these portions of the city are Sun- 
day morning crowded with buyers and sellers. 
The poor people do their shopping for the 
most part at the markets, which are impro- 
vised by filling the sides of the streets with 
carts, upon Which are all sorts of things im- 
aginable and unimaginable. At Seven Dials 
there was little save provisions displayed, 
some attempt at classification being made by 
putting vegetables in one radiating street, 

pork in another, mutton in a third, and so on 
for the rest. The ssold did not look very 
inviting, but they are supposed at least to be 
under police supervision and are not to be re- 
garded as uneatable. At least they are eaten. 

The crowd is not so dense or so picturesque 
as in places like Petticoat Lane.“ There one 
finds everything in the way of wares and al- 
most everything in the way of humanity—of 
the lower ere in both cases, it must be add- 
ed. All along the sides of the street are hand- 
carts, drawn up as closely as they can be be- 
stowed, while street and sidewalk are jammed 
with the ever-shifting and motley mass of buy- 
ers or lookerson. It is nota prepossessing- 
looking crowd. The English face at best is 
apt to shade a little toward heaviness, and in 
the lower classes there is a well-nigh universal 
expression of brutality, which is on the whole 
more discouraging than the average look on 
the countenances of a similar gathering in 
America, although the American crowd, with 
its larger mixture of foreigners, is likely to 
appear more inflammable, , 

e of the points which excited my interest 
and curiosity in the wares offered for sale was 
the apparent uselessness of some of them. 
There were handcarts — simply with scraps 
of small junk carefully so out in little 
piles, stray rusty keys, bits of brass or 
iron or lead, broken doorknobs—in a word, 
anything which was no longer something—were 
disposed in orderly heaps, often marked with 
a ticket bearing a pricemark of half penny or 
three for a penny, or whatever the rate might 
be. It was so impossible to see why any one 


| Should purchase this rubbish or to compre- 


hend what could be done with it that it gave 
one a new realization of how little we know of 
the life these people lead, where they are so 
used to utilizing these scraps that it is worth 
the while of the venders to make a regular 
trade of supplying the stuff. 

In the City’s Slums. 

There were men going about, too, with huge 
bundles of ola rusty keys strung upon wire, 
shouting at the top of their voices that they 
were prepared to part with the things at the 
rate of three for a penny. Whether it was the 
custom of people who had lost their doorkeys 
to take the door off its hinges and carry it to 


the Sunday morning market to have a new 


key fitted did not appear, but it is not easy to 
see how else they could manage. 

On the other hand there was not a little ele- 
gance displayed in Petticoat Lane. There 
were dealers in ornaments who had their carts 

laden with sham Bohemian glassware, hideous

sellers of colored prints. All the requirements 
of robe were to be bought, if one w

Into the bar-rooms of the public houses the 
costermongers crowd, each provided with a 
tiny cage containing the bird which it is‘his 
intent:on to match against those of his fel- 
lows. The birds are trained to sing when the 
cage is darkened, and, throwmg over ita 
handkerchief, the owner puts the creature to 
the test. Just how the notes are counted it is 
beyond me totell. Itis a process involving 
much imbibing of intoxicants, much profan- 
ity, and not infrequently a plentiful supply of 
broken heads. Not infrequently the match 
ends in a general scrimmage, in which birds 
and costermongers roll together upon the 
floor in an indistinguishable heap, and the 
contest of song is ended by the combined of- 
tices of the surgeon and of the police.

But one need not go rambling about the 
slums for amusement Sunday after all.

Nowadays the guide points out to the 
visitor, does opportunity offer, a venerable 
member, and says with the modest pride of & 
showman who is conscious that he has a real 
attraction which is able to take care of itself 
without puffing: 

„That is Madison Morton, author of Box

A very moderate royalty for every time this 
most popular of farces has been played would 
put the author on an independent foundation, 
which would save him from being a show in 
his old age. 

The Star and Garter at Richmond,

The Star and Garter at Richmond is linked 
in one’s mind with a hundred romances. It 
hag figured in innumefable novels, while it 
would be hard to estimate the number of 
dramas wherein there are allusions to it.

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IT IS KNOCKABOUT COMIC OPERA. 


The Modern Variety Is Full of Buffoonery 
but Has No Sincere Work. 

The De Wolf Hopper;opera bouffe company, 
which has been playing Castles in the Air 
at thé Grand Opera-House for the last three 
weeks, has met with fair success, attracting 
good though not crowded housés throughout 
the season. The operais one of the weakest 
of its kind ever heard in Chicago, though 
there have been some others given here‘in 
the past which were not far behind it in the 
matter of inanity. 


Comic opera has been steadily retrograding 
uality during the last few years, and it 
reached a point where the title of 
“opera” applied to such concoctions as the

is simply a misnomer. Of these two works 
the last mentioned is the worse, for, though 
the other was bad enough, it at least afforded 
as it progressed some evidence of having a 
definite plot, and one which, though 
not particularly original, possessed 
some little interest and was treated 
to. somethi like consequent development. 
By de 
dians in the matter of interlopating gags, lo- 
cal allusions, and other extraneous matter has 
attained such proportions as to dwarf every- 
else. Both plot and music have been 
gradually relegated to a position of minor im- 
rtance, and it appears to be the prevailin 
impression among purveyors of so-call 
“comic opera that neither musi¢ nor plot is 
indispensable. The result is seen in the mis- 
erable quality of some of -their produc- 
tions, of which grimaces, acrobatic 
displays, buffoonery, and horseplay 
form the principal ingredients. The older 
comic operas contained at least some music 
which was relative good, and worth listening 
to, but this can scarcely be asserted of some 
of the later works which masquerade under 
that title. Even a plot has come to be con- 
sidered of small importance, and almost any- 
thing which will suffice as an excuse for turn- 
ing the comedians loose ge the stage ap- 
‘pears to be deemed ample for all uire- 
ments. The older comic operas, such as 
might in any sense be considered models 
in this style of writing, contained, not 
only scenes in which wit and harmless merri- 
ment abounded, but also those in which there 
was at least a touch of somethi of a — 
order, a bit of romance or pathos, a ten 
love scene perhaps, which was delineated with 
a „ = 8 thy diametrically op- 
urlesque which so widely 
— — — Refinement seems to 
— been wholly banished from the comic 
opera of today, and this sort of opera is no 
longer in any sense had art work. Clownish- 
ness has usurped the place of dramatic 
action, and such a ‘thing as real 
dignity of bearing is almost unknown upon 
the comic opera stage. , Fortunately, such 
monstrosities are ephemeral and rarely last 
longer than a single season, and must then 
make way for something else, which, it is to 
be regretted, is commonly no better ‘than its 
predecessor. The downward tendency of the 
comic opera stage must soon be arrested or it 


will result in bringing comic opera perform- | 


ances into well deserved contempt. 

The musical p of this country, which 
hae been so marked during the last few years 
is only retarded by such works, which appeal 
to nothing in any way ennobling, and foster a 
low grade of musical taste, in which respect 
their influence is to be deplored. A certain 
class of the general public will be drawn by 
these inanities so ely ause they provoke 
laughter, but few who have any real apprecia- 
tion of musieal art or sense of its true dignity 
can listen with any d of satisfaction to 
music degraded from its high purpose, that of 
ennobling the souls of men and employed only 
as an accompaniment to scenes of a mean and 
ignoble nature.

At the Book Stores. 

Of course no bookseller is going to admit which 
book on his counter is having the biggest run. At 
least he won't admit it for publication. There 
are always the Christmas books which sell re- 
gardless of merit as to contents. But it is of some 
interest to this age of book making to know about 


und listen to what buyers are calling for. and to 


see what books are always before one’s eyes. 
course there was never a bookstall which hadn't 
somebody’s edition of Shakspeare, and there has 
never been a time since the world opened its eyes 
tothe treasures in that book when a bookseller 
could v: count with some certainty on selling a 
given number of copies in a given length of time. 
We had the Swinburne craze and the Browning 
season has not yet entirely passed. But you don’t 
find Swinburne and Browning on all the book 
counters. If a man wants to buy a book of poems 
for the sake of buying, and has no particular 
choice, no favorite, he calls for Byron or Burns as 
naturally as he ‘calls for a tooth-pick after 
his luncheon, and, go where he will, to the smoki- 
est. dingiest, second-hand bookstore in any of the 
back streets, he can find the works of the unhap- 
py heir of Newstead Abbey or the plowboy of 
Scotia. Moore comes next, but one seldom) hears 
a call for Shelley, and when one asks for poor 
Tom Campbell’s poems the bookseller hesitates 
and not infrequently shakes his head. 

There has been a recent interest in Words- 
worth. Of the American poets Longfellow is by 
great odds the favorite—everybody’s fayorite. 
But Emerson, the chaste and finished, is want- 
ed more for his essays than his poetry. 

It does an American good to realize that Wash- 
ington Irving is more in demand than he was 
some years ago. Surely the man who chatmed 
Walter Scott, and who was followed to the gate 
when he was leaving the great English novelist, 
and to whom thé novelist said, I will not say 


| good-by, for that is a word which makes me sad 


—surely a man like this is worthy of the admira- 
tion of his countrymen, and this was Washington 


Irving. A Wabash avenue dealer said to the ! 


writer one day during the last week: “A few 
years ago yeu had to send to New York when you 
wanted Washington Irving's works, and now you 
can find them wherever books are sold. 1 have 
sold more Irvfhgs this season than I have Dick- 
ens, Thackeray, and Scott combined.”’ 

He said it with a good deal of pride, and he was 
justified in doing so. 


A Woman on the Indian. 

Miss Sickles, who for four.year was a teacher 
among several tribes of Indians, and who is now 
out West at the suggestion of Secretary Proctor, 
said to the writer just as she was leaving for her 


new post: 

“TI confess that I am one of those who believe 
that the Indian has not been treated fairly, and I 
am also one who believes that kindness to the In- 
dian is the surest way to a solution of the Indian 
problem. Of course this is a broad statement. 1 
do not mean that the Indians can be made good, 
for I am not ready to believe that. I am talking 
about the Indians as a whole. During my four 
years among the tribes I never knew one Indian 
who was not what he pretended to be, and I never 
knew one who was discourteous. Several times I 
have been so situated that I was the only woman 
among a number of Indian men. I have had oc- 
casion to use them for guides and to travel with 
me for some distance. And I never saw one of 
them do or say anything that was not in accord- 
ance with strict propriety. lam not so ungracious 
to my own countrymen as to draw a comparison 
between them and Indians, but when I was com- 
ing from Washington to Chicago recently I was 
so much annoyed at the action of some pale faces 
on the train toward women who were alone that I 
was forced to remember the courteous attention I 
had received from a people who had never re- 
ceived any of the advantages of society.”’ 


, Private Banks. 

* Anybody can start a private bank in this city,” 
said the President of a bank tothe writer. It 
need not be incorporated. There is nothing so 
intricate in this but that any fool can under- 
stand it.

dients of success. But I don’t do business on 
that alone. If you come tome and want to bor- 
row $1,000 on your individual note, I don’t let you 
have the money unless you furnish me security. 
And that surety is not accepted because he is a 
man of honor, but because he has enough prop- 
erty to guarantee the payment of your note if you 


tail to do so. If you put your money in a bank 


you have a right tosay tothe banker ‘ What is 
my security?’ just the same as I would say to the 
depositor if he came here to borrow money. Un- 
derstand me, all private banks are not uneafe. 
Where a private bank is: incorporated there is 
some guarantee to the depositor. But the point 
I make is that all private banks are not incor- 
porated, and when they are not they are doing 
business on the honor principie, and I am bold to 
say that that is not the principle upon which suc- 
cessful business is done.“ 


Rolled Gold Good Enough. 

A salesman in a State street jewelry house: The 
solid gold chain is not sold as often as it used to 
be. Of course,if a man or woman has more 
money than he or she knows what to do with such 
a chain can be bought.
